SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
JANUARY 19, 1959 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law upon the in- 
habitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass. by Charles J. Harrold, Constable of 
said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the Town Clerk seven days before 
the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members elected and qualified to act in 
Town Meeting in Winchester, the Town Meeting Members met in the Memorial Au- 
ditorium in the Senior High School in said Town of Winchester, January 19, 1959 at 
7:45 o'clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the entrance of 
the meeting place and was in charge of Sadie E. Barstow and Janet E. Manzie, 
Election Officers. The list contained the names of two hundred twenty seven (227) 
Town Meeting Members qualified to vote and participate in Town Meetings in Win- 
chester. 

The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting showed that 
one hundred sixty-nine (169) Town Meeting Members attended the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator, at 7:50 
o'clock P.M. 

The invocation was given by Rt. Rev. Msgr. Thomas C. Garrahan. 

The reading of the Constable's Return was dispensed with. 

Three Town Meeting Members were asked to be monitors and were sworn to the 
faithful performance of their duty. The three members are as follows: 

Don S. Greer Leon E, Leavitt Henry L. Clark, Jr. 

MOVED and SECONDED, That Articles 1, 2 and 3 be considered together. 

Motion carried. 
ARTICLE 1. 

To hear and act ona report of the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities 
for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices; provide for 
the enlargement of the committee; appropriate additional money so as to provide 
for consulting, engineering and architectural services and the expenses of the com- 
mittee; consider the needs for enlarged facilities and ways of financing same; and 
take any action in connection therewith. 

(Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administration Offices) 
ARTICLE 2, 

To see what action the Town will take regarding the Building Committee for En- 
larged Facilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration Of- 
fices; enlarge, dissolve, or further instruct said committee; mhaincton anew com- 
mittee; or take any other action in relation thereto.

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ARTICLE 3. 

To invite the School Committee to report to the Town Meeting with respect to its 
present and future educational policy, such report to include a statement of the 
relative merits of the 6-2-4, 6-3-3, 6-6, and 8-4 educational programs. 

(Donald J. Fritch and others) 

MOVED and SECONDED, That the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities 
for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices, duly ap- 
pointed by authority given under action taken in Article 26 of the March 1957 Town 
Meeting, be enlarged by the appointment by the Moderator of two additional mem- 
bers, and that the sum of ten thousand ($10,000) dollars be raised and appropriated 
to be expended under the direction of the said committee for the purposes of se- 
curing architectural, engineering and consulting services, for the preparation of 
plans, and for the necessary expenses of the committee in carrying out its work. 

MOVED and SECONDED, That the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities 
for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices be and here- 
by is dissolved with the thanks of the town, and that the records of said committee 
be placed in the office of the town clerk for public inspection and that a committee 
entitled ''Committee for Secondary Education Facilities'’ be and hereby is author- 
ized. Said committee to consist of seven members, one member to be elected from 
each of the six Town Precincts by the representative town meeting members there- 
of at a special meeting called for such purpose, and the remaining member thereof 
to consist of one member selected by and among the members of the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee on Secondary School-College Relations. Vacancies on said 
committee shall be filled in like manner as the original appointments thereto. Four 
members of said committee shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of all 
business. 

No member of said committee shall be a Town Employee or a member of any 
Town Board, Town Commission or Town Committee. The purpose of said com- 
mittee shall be to present a plan or plans for the expansion of secondary school 
facilities in the light of needs for the foreseeable future. Initial plans should in- 
clude the expansion of existing facilities and the final plans should give considera- 
tion to the utilization of centralized facilities. , 

Said committee shall make an interim report at the next Annual Town Meeting 
for the purpose of informing the town of their actions and to request funds to carry 
out their plans.

VOTED, That the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and 
Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices, duly appointed by authority 
given under action taken in Article 26 of the March 1957 Town Meeting, be en- 
larged by the appointment by the Moderator of two additional members, and that 
the sum of ten thousand ($10,000) dollars be raised and appropriated to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the said committee for the purposes of securing 
architectural, engineering and consulting services, for the preparation of plans, 
and for the necessary expenses of the committee in carrying out its work.

The names of the twenty eight (28) Absent Voters were checked on the voting list 
in the proper Precincts and then the twenty eight (28) Absent Voter Ballots were 
deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes.

Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law upon the 
inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Charles J. Harrold, Con- 
stable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the Town Clerk 
seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members 
elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town Meet- 
ing Members met in the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High School 
Building on Main Street in said Town, November 12, 1959 at 7:45 o'clock in 
the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the en- 
trance of the meeting place and was in charge of Sadie E. Barstow and Janet 
E. Manzie, Election Officers. The list contained the names of two hundred 
twenty-nine (229) Town Meeting Members qualified to vote and participate in 
Town Meetings in Winchester. 

The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting showed 
that one hundred sixty-eight (168) Town Meeting Members attended the 
meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator, at 
7:57 o'clock P. M. 

The invocation was given by Rev. Robert A. Storer. 

The reading of the Call of the Meeting and the Constable's Return of the 
Service of the Warrant were waived as there was no objection. The reading 
of the Articles in the Warrant was also waived as there was no objection. 


ARTICLE 1, 


To hear and act on the report of the Building Committee for Enlarged Fa- 
cilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices; 
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authorize the committee to proceed with its work and secure further prepar- 
ation of plans, specifications and working drawings so that bids can be ob- 
tained for the construction of an additional Junior High School and playground 
at the so-called Well Field site near Pond Street, Brantwood Road and Horn 
Pond Brook Road; raise and appropriate money for said purposes; authorize 
the transfer of money from the available funds in the Excess and Deficiency 
Account; and to take any other action in relation thereto. 

(Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and 

Junior High Schools and School Administration Offices) 

VOTED: That the Members of the School Building Committee who are not 
Town Meeting Members, be accorded permission to sit with the Town Meet- 
ing Members, but without a vote. 

VOTED: That the architect for the School Building Committee be accorded 
permission to sit with the Town Meeting Members for the purpose of answer- 
ing questions. 

MOVED and SECONDED: That the fourth report of the Building Committee 
for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Ad- 
ministration Offices be accepted and placed on file. 

Motion carried unanimously. 

MOVED and SECONDED: To approve the plans and reports of the Building 
Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and 
School Administration Offices presented to this meeting for the construction 
of a new Junior High School onthe Well Field site - said school to contain 
core facilities for 750 students plus class rooms to accommodate initially 
600 students plus offices for the School Department with the School Depart- 
ment space readily convertible into class rooms to accommodate another 150 
pupils and said Committee is further authorized and instructed to procure 
final plans, specifications, and working drawings for the construction of said 
school, to prepare bid forms, advertise for bids, and to do whatever else may 
be necessary or appropriate to put said school and the furnishings and con- 
tents thereof out for bid or bids, and to report back to a subsequent town 
meeting for action by the town meeting any bid or bids which may be re- 
ceived on such project, together with whatever recommendations the Com- 
mittee may have with reference thereto. 

The sum of seventy thousand ($70,000) dollars is hereby appropriated and 
transferred from the available funds in the Excess and Deficiency account 
and the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administration Offices is hereby authorized and 
empowered to expend all or any part of such sum for the general purpose of 
the committee, including the preparation and procuring of final plans, specif- 
ications and working drawings for the Junior High School project as hereby 
authorized, and to authorize and empower said committee to employ archi- 
tects, engineers, consultants, and others in connection with preparing said 
plans, specifications and working drawings. Said committee is also author- 
ized and empowered to use all or any part of said funds in connection with 
advertising for bids and any and all other committee expenses in connection 
with said school project. 

MOVED and SECONDED to amend with the following motion: To instruct 
the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior High 
Schools and School Administration Offices to revise and modify its plans and 
recommendations for the Junior High School project as presented to this 
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meeting so as to provide for core facilities for 750 students and classroom 
space to accommodate 600 students - said building to have no provision in it 
for School Department offices and said committee is further authorized and 
instructed to procure final plans, specifications, and working drawings for 
the construction of said school, to prepare bid forms, advertise for bids, and 
to do whatever else may be necessary or appropriate to put said school and 
the furnishings and contents thereof out for bid or bids, and to report back to 
a subsequent town meeting for action by the town meeting any bid or bids 
which may be received on such project, together with whatever recommenda- 
tions the committee may have with reference thereto. 

The sum of seventy thousand ($70,000) dollars is hereby appropriated and 
transferred from the available funds in the Excess and Deficiency account 
and the Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administration Offices is hereby authorized and 
empowered to expend all or any part of such sum for the general purposes 
of the committee, including the preparation and procuring of final plans, 
specifications, and working drawings for the Junior High School project as 
hereby authorized, and to authorize and empower said committee to employ 
architects, engineers, consultants, and others in connection with preparing 
said plans, specifications and working drawings. Said committee is also 
authorized and empowered to use all or any part of said funds in connection 
with advertising for bids and any and all other committee expenses in con- 
nection with said school project. 

As the Moderator was in doubt as to the voice vote, he appointed the fol- 
lowing tellers and they were sworn tofaithfully and impartially perform their 
duties:

MOVED and SECONDED to amend by substituting the following: The Build- 
ing Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Junior and Senior High Schools 
and Administration Offices is hereby authorized and instructed to proceed 
with the preparations of Architectural Plans and specifications for the con- 
struction of additional Junior and/or Senior High School facilities, substan- 
tially in the manner of the ''Lybeck-Kishler" proposal; for the expense of 
said committee $10,000 is hereby appropriated and transferred from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Account and made available for Architectural, Engi- 
neering, Consultation, and such other expenses that may be incidental there- 
to; said committee shall report with its findings and recommendations ata 
special town meeting called for this purpose, as soon as reasonably possible. 

Motion lost. 

VOTED: To approve the plans and reports of the Building Committee for 
Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Adminis - 
tration Offices presented to this meeting for the construction of a new Junior 
High School on the Well Field site - said school to contain core facilities for 
750 students plus class rooms to accommodate initially 600 students plus 
offices for the School Department with the School Department space to be 
readily convertible into class rooms to accommodate another 150 pupils and 
said Committee is further authorized and instructed to procure final plans, 
specifications, and working drawings for the construction of said school, to 
prepare bid forms, advertise for bids, and to do whatever else may be neces- 
Sary or appropriate to put said school and the furnishings and contents 
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thereof out for bid or bids, and to report back to a subsequent town meeting 
for action by the town meeting any bid or bids which may be received on such 
project, together with whatever recommendations the Committee may have 
with reference thereto.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To your Board of Selectmen the most important event of the past year oc- 
curred on October 29 when the Special Town Meeting appropriated $500,000 
for the construction of an incinerator on the site of the present disposal area 
off Swanton Street. By so doing, it has paved the way for a permanent solu- 
tion to our ''dump problem", | 

While this is a problem which has plagued town officials for years, it be- 
came critical in December 1958 when it was necessary to stop all burning at 
the dump. Something had to be done within a very short time if Winchester 
was going to continue to have a municipal. disposal area. Your Selectmen 
were given the responsibility for solving the problem at the 1959 Annual 
Town Meeting. 

Faced with this assignment and knowing that all recently proposed solu- 
tions had been rejected by the Town, your Board felt an entirely new approach 
was in order. Accordingly, we engaged the services of Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike, Inc., a nationally recognized engineering firm, to study the prob- 
lem and make recommendations for a permanent solution. Several possibil- 
ities were suggested as a result of this study and after exploring them all, 
your Board called a Special Town Meeting so that the Town could select 
which, if any, of the alternatives it wished to adopt. 

In voting the incinerator, we feel the Town has made a wise decision. It 
should provide the basis for a permanent solution not only to our waste and 
rubbish problem but also to our garbage problem. The latter is not pressing 
at the moment, but with piggeries being outlawed in more and more commu- 
nities, the time may not be too distant when we will not be able to continue 
our present arrangement for handling garbage. If this occurs, we will then 
burn our garbage in the incinerator. 

A unique feature of the proposed incinerator is that it calls for the instal- 
lation of a 100 ft. conveyor belt to carry refuse to the storage pit. This will 
permit the townspeople and contractors to haul trash to the disposal area as 
at present and obviate the necessity of instituting ''curb" or 'back-yard"' col- 
lection. Such an arrangement will result in substantial annual savings. 

As soon as the incinerator was voted, the engineers commenced work on 
final plans and specifications. It is hoped that bids can be received and the 
contract awarded by April 1, 1960. If this time schedule can be met, the 
incinerator should be ready for operation by mid 1961. 

In the meantime, since the present dump can only be used another few 
months, arrangements are being made to use the industrially zoned land of 
Helen M. and James A. Cullen on the westerly side of the Aberjona River 
across from the present dump site as a temporary disposal area. The 
owners have agreed to lease this land to the Town at an annual rental of 
$4,000, and it is hoped this can serve as a new Sanitary fill disposal area 
until the incinerator is in operation. 

While the dump deserves feature billing in this year's Selectmen's report, 
there are several other matters that merit special comment. 


TOWN HALL XENOVATIONS 


The renovation program which was started in 1958 with the modernization 
of the east end of the basement into office space for the Town Accountant and 
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as offices and a hearing room for the Planning Board received a setback at 
the 1959 Annual Town Meeting when the Town Meeting members rejected a 
proposal to convert the present Town Hall Auditorium space into School Ad- 
ministration offices and construct a new Auditorium above these offices ata 
cost of $112,000. Your Selectmen were disappointed when this did not pass 
because we felt it would have been a good, long-range solution to another of 
the Town's major problems. 

Consideration has been given to an alternate plan for the construction of 
School Offices in the Auditorium without providing for a second-floor audi- 
torium at this time. However, where the Secondary School Building Commit- 
tee's current plans provide temporary office space in the proposed new 
Junior High School on the Well Field site, we feel such plans should be held 
in abeyance until this matter is resolved. 

During 1959 considerable progress has been made in renovating and re- 
decorating the Town Hall. The old Selectmen's office has been completely 
modernized and is now occupied by its clerk and clerical assistant. The old 
Finance Committee Room, temporarily occupied by the Town Accountant in 
recent years, was likewise modernized to provide an enlarged office and 
meeting room for the Selectmen, its Administrative Assistant, and the newly 
created Development and Industrial Commission. In addition, the first and 
second floor halls in the East end have been painted and redecorated, the 
floor tiles and stair treads repaired, new office signs provided, fluorescent 
lights installed in the Town Treasurer's office, and many desks and chairs 
repaired and refinished. That all this has been accomplished at modest cost 
is a tribute to our Administrative Assistant who planned and supervised these 
improvements and to the Town Hall Custodians, who have been largely 
responsible for the work. 

We feel anyone who has visited the Town Hall in recent months cannot help 
but be pleased with the 'new look" and receive a certain satisfaction from 
seeing what can be done tothe old building. Your Selectmen are delighted 
with the results and plan to request additional funds for further improve- 
ments at the forthcoming Annual Town Meeting. 

If funds are appropriated, it is our intention to not only redecorate addi- 
tional offices but convert the present heating plant to oil or gas and make 
structural changes inthe basement which are essential if it is to be opened 
up for additional office space in subsequent years. Ultimately it is our hope 
that all Town offices, including the Board of Health, Building Commissioner 
and possibly the School Administration Offices canbe located within the Town 
Hall. This we feel would result in substantial operating economies. 


MYSTIC LAKES 


The Town received some relief from the motorboating nuisance on Mystic 
Lakes, especially in the area of Bacon's Pond when the launching ramp just 
north of Sandy Beach on Bacon's Pond was closed by the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission so that work could proceed on the Eliot master plan. This 
is something your Selectmen have been seeking since 1957 when the M.D.C. 
promised to beautify the area and hired Professor Eliot to prepare the 
necessary plans. 

Just how permanent this relief will be remains to be seen because to date 
the M.D.C. has not been willing to ban motorboating on the Lakes, and its 
representatives have indicated in hearings with the Board that some launch- 
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ing area should be provided. We can take encouragement, however, from 
the fact that a new launching ramp can only be installed on Bacon's Pond by 
tearing up much of the expensive new landscaping, a move which would not 
seem logical and also from the fact that the M.D.C. has asked your Select- 
men to suggest regulations which would minimize the nuisance and make the 
Lakes safer for swimmers, sailors and canoeists. These have been made 
and it is felt the situation will be much improved if our suggestions are 
adopted. 


ROUTE 3 


The relocation of Route 3 has been a source of concern to your Selectmen 
for years, but they have had nothing new to report since 1957. Recently, 
however, the matter has been revived and we understand the engineering 
firms engaged by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works to review 
the Inner Belt and Arterial Highways Program will make recommendations 
for its relocation by February 2, 1960. 

We further understand that there are now five routes under consideration. 
Only two of these would effect Winchester to any significant extent. One 
would extend from the Lexington-Winchester Town Line into the property of 
the Winchester Country Club just north and more or less parallel with 
Hutchinson Road and then out to and over the present Route 3 and across the 
Mystic Lakes. This route would not run through the middle of the Country 
Club property as with previous plans. From this point of view, it would be 
more acceptable to your Board but still unsatisfactory. The other would 
roughly parallel the present Route 3 to the east of Cambridge Street from the 
Woburn Line to the Mystic Lakes near the Winchester Boat Club and then 
southeasterly across the Lakes. This would involve taking many homes in 
Winchester on the easterly side of Cambridge Street and over about as far as 
Salisbury Road. It likewise would be unsatisfactory as far as your Selectmen 
are concerned. 

Your Board will continue to follow this whole matter with great interest 
and will do everything possible to see that any relocation of Route 3 is not 
detrimental to the Town. 


PARKING 


While our housewives still cannot park exactly where they wish each time 
they drive to the Centre, our parking situation is reasonably good. Studies 
show that there are vacant parking spaces most any time of the day, if one is 
willing to walk a few steps to his or her destination. 

As the number of cars increase, however,the parking problem will become 
more acute. Your Selectmen feel, therefore, that the Waterfield Parking 
area adjacent to the Boston and Maine parking lot at Winchester Station 
should be developed for off-street parking now that sufficient funds have ac- 
cumulated in the Parking Meter Revenue Account to cover most, if not all, of 
the cost. A special article is being placed in the 1960 Warrant to cover this, 
and, if voted, will provide for an additional 45 off-street parking spaces. 


RESIGNATIONS 


In the fall, the Board was disappointed to receive a letter of resignation 
from Charles J. Harrold, Chief of the Police Department since April 20, 
1948, requesting an early retirement as of March 1, 1960. Chief Harrold, a 
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member of the police force since April 15, 1924, has given the Town devoted 
service. Not only has he run an efficient Police Department, but his work 
with juveniles has been particularly valuable. Juvenile delinquency in Win- 
chester has been at a very low level. We of Winchester owe the chief a real 
debt of gratitude and indeed wish him happiness and good health in his new 
Florida surroundings. 


Oscar E. Merrow, who has so skillfully pioneered the job of Administra- 
tive Assistant to the Board of Selectmen, has submitted his resignation to 
take effect not later than March 1, 1960. While only in office since July l, 
1958, his accomplishments have been manifold and deeply appreciated. 


ADMINISTXS TIVE ASSISTANT 


The duties of the administrative assistant as they have developed under 
this and the previous Board are myriad. They involve management of cen- 
tral purchasing, supervising the Addressograph program and budgets under 
the Selectmen's jurisdiction, overseeing the renovation of and repairs to the 
Town Hall, conducting research studies, and developing programs for or 
solutions to all sorts of Town problems in which the Selectmen have an in- 
terest or responsibility. In your Board's opinion these duties make for more 
efficient Town Government. 

A majority of your Board feel that this position should continue as it has 
been developing under Mr. Merrow to make for better informed Boards in 
the future, to relieve them of details and give them time to concentrate on 
major policy decisions. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, your Selectmen wish to publicly thank the many loyal town 
employees and volunteer Boards and Committees for their cooperation and 
able assistance throughout the year. Without them, your Selectmen would be 
of little value because, in the final analysis, it is they who make most of the 
decisions and do most of the work.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my fourteenth annual report for the Fire Department for 
the year 1959. 

During the year the department has responded to 491 Still, 93 Box, 5 False 
and 19 Mutual Aid Alarms, a total of 608 alarms. 33 of the alarms were for 
rescue work at which 34 cylinders of oxygen were used. 

The apparatus has traveled a total of 14,132 miles and has pumped 409 
hours; 46,600 feet of 21/2 inch hose; 12,850 feet of 11/2 inch hose and 
78,950 feet of booster hose was used and 2,235 feet of ladders were raised; 
4 dry chemicals and 18 carbon dioxide extinguishers were used. 180 fire 
extinguishers were filled for other Town Departments and residents of the 
Town. 

148 inspections were made of oil burner equipment and permits issued, 18 
for storage of inflammable fluids and 48 permits issued for blasting opera- 
tions. Oil storage permits were issued for a total of 26,450 gallons of fuel 
oil. 

All motor equipment is in good running condition. Two of our pumpers 
Engine #2 and Engine #4 are now over 25 years old and will be due for re- 
placement in the near future. 

All fire alarm boxes and circuits on our fire alarm system have been 
tested every month. A considerable amount of overhead wire has been re- 
placed and a number of change overs made from old poles to new poles. A 
new underground cable has been installed from Box #411 to Box #41 by our 
fire alarm men approximately 1200 feet. 

The interior of the Station building is in very good condition but the ex- 
terior needs painting at this time because it was last painted in 1950. A 
separate watch room is needed on the apparatus floor to replace the present 
inadequate arrangement. 

The manual force consists of 34 permanent and 10 callmen. The perma- 
nent force at present consists of a Chief, 3 Captains, 3 Lieutenants, Mechanic, 
2 Fire Alarm men, 1 Clerk and 23 Fire Fighters. Michael M. Connolly was 
appointed from Lieutenant to Captain, April 5, 1959; Walter J. Carroll was 
appointed from fire fighter to Lieutenant, April 19, 1959; Ernest A. Howard 
was appointed from fire fighter to Lieutenant, April 19, 1959 and John J. 
Flaherty was appointed Clerk-Fire Fighter May 3, 1959. 

A new door was installed at the rear of the Station by Lieutenant Walter J. 
Carroll and members of the department. A metal flag pole was given to the 
fire department by Superintendent Mullen of the Park Department and in- 
stalled August 26, 1959 by Steeple Jack Larry Young and members of the 
department. ) 

A new Public Address System was donated to the Fire Department by 
Mr. Howard Nichols of #7 Appalachian Road, Winchester and installed by 
members of the department. 

September 17, 1959 at 11:03 A.M. (the biggest fire ever in Winchester) Box 
#42 sounded from the street and a number of telephone calls for a fire at the 
old Beggs & Cobb Leather Factory, corner of Swanton and Main Streets. On 
arrival of the apparatus the main building was fully involved in flame and 
smoke. A General Alarm was sounded and twelve (12) out of town fire 
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departments responded. A number of Chiefs, Deputy Chiefs and other Offi- 
cers and men responded for a total of 135 men, 20 pumping engines, 2 ladder 
trucks and 2 rescue trucks. A total of 1,599,932 gallons of water was used; 
15,100 feet of 21/2 inch hose; 3,250 feet of 11/2 inch hose; 3,700 feet of 
booster hose and the engines pumped for a total of 106 1/2 hours. The all 
out sounded at 6:00 P.M., September 18, 1959. Auxiliary fire fighters from 
Winchester and other towns and cities responded and the Red Cross served 
everyone with food and coffee until the fire was out. Letters of thanks were 
sent to all who helped. Captain Peter L. Galuffo and Lieutenant Walter J. 
Carroll were in charge of this fire until the arrival of Chief James E. 
Callahan at 11:40 A.M. Chief Callahan was in the Governor's office attending 
a meeting for fire prevention. All off duty officers and men responded and 
did a wonderful job in saving homes and other property near the fire. 

Home building on the west side of Cambridge Street has reached 151 new 
homes in two years and in 1960, 33 new homes will be built off High Street 
also the new school on Johnson Road and Ridge Street. The west side station 
will have to be built soon to provide this section of the town with the proper 
fire protection. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men for 
their cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent men who have re- 
sponded to alarms when off duty, our call men, chaplains Reverend H. Newton 
Clay and Reverend Charles E. Anadore, Bruce Hamilton and his auxiliary 
force, Mr. Boecker and Mr. Russell of the Civil Defense Office and members 
of other town departments for their cooperation and assistance.

The department now consists of a Chief, two Lieutenants, four Sergeants, 
twenty nine patrolmen and one woman Secretary. 


Mobile Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1949 Cadillac Ambulance, two 
1959 Ford Sedans and one 1958 Ford Sedan. 

One 1959 Ford and the 1958 Ford should be replaced this year, they now 
requiring constant repair work. 

With regards to our Town ambulance - since being purchased in 1949, this 
car has returned to the town, approximately $9340.00, almost double the 
original cost of the ambulance. 

In 1959 the sum of $678.07 was invested to keep this car in running order. 

While I do not contemplate this car to fold up on us in the immediate 
future, it would be well to keep in mind that within the next few years we will 
be faced with a replacement. 


Teletype & Radio 


At this time, with one exception, -an extension from the Park Street Range 
to our main switch board - we do not contemplate any immediate additions to 
our call-box system. We now have seventeen call boxes. With the rapid de- 
velopment of the Ridge Street Section it is reasonable to assume that addi- 
tional boxes will be required in that section in the near future. 

For all practical purposes, 1960 should be our dead-line for cutting over 
our radio system to meet the new, mandatory F.B.C. requirements. (See 
Civil Defense Budget). 

The new teletype system installed in this department in 1959 is in first- 
class shape and should serve the department for years ahead. 


Police Station 
Installation of requested storm sash, north and east windows second floor, 


should make a great difference in cost of heating. 
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Outside of building is badly in need of painting. 
Ceiling in the Women's cell block should be repaired as soon as possible. 
Water pipes, etc., installed when this building was erected in 1915 are now 
starting to require replacement, but this work is being attended to as trouble 
occurs and much of the old iron has been replaced with copper during the 
past few years. 
Traffic & Safety 


‘ 


With the noted increase in traffic load throughout the entire State, it can be 
seen that Winchester Square has become one of the busiest traffic spots 
north of Boston. Constant attention in the control of traffic is required and 
we expect the load to increase with the growth of our population. 

We do however believe the opening of Route 28 through the Town of Stone- 
ham will divert a substantial portion of this traffic load with the completion 
of the new route. 

While our town, certainly not being at the bottom of the list, could stand 
much improvement in motor vehicle operation, this condition in a great 
measure rests with our own citizen motor vehicle operators. 

At this time I wish to sincerely commend our instructors and teachers in 
the School Driver Program who have done so much in properly instructing 
our boys and girls in proper operation, traffic hazards and courtesies on 
the Highway. My hat is off to both teachers and students. 

Again, I would like to recommend the installation of a fence so constructed 
to prohibit people from crossing the traffic circle in Winchester Square. The 
practice of crossing this island has become a definite traffic hazard. 


School Traffic 


At this time we have seven men and eight women to assist our children in 
crossing the Highways at school traffic locations. Numerous requests have 
been received from citizens throughout the town for additional school traffic 
officers. 

My recommendation for the year 1960 is the*establishment and manning of 
a traffic post at the intersection of Arlington Street and Manomet Road. I 
believe that such an appointment would take care of us for the time being. 

With the opening of the School at the corner of Johnson Road and Ridge ~ 
Street it is reasonable to believe another officer will be required at this lo- 
cation but possibly that will not be a requirement until the year 1961.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Department 
activities: 
NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 

Five streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meeting. 

Four streets were constructed with bituminous concrete surface as 
follows: 

Clearwater Road from Town Way to Willowdale Road. 

Hinds Road from about Royalston Avenue to Sawmill Brook Road. 

Wickham Road from Wellington Road easterly about two hundred sixty-six 
(266) feet. 

Willowdale Road from Town Way to Hollywood Road. 
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Cox Road was constructed as far as a bituminous concrete base course 
this year, and will be completed early next construction season after sewer 
connections have been installed. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, Johnson Road was completely constructed 
from Ridge Street to the Lexington-Winchester Town Line by the Charles 
Contracting Company, Inc. 

Also the resurfacing of North Main Street with bituminous concrete was 
_ advertised for bids, and it is expected that construction will be accomplished 
in the late Spring of 1960. 


Surface Drainage: 

Work onthe Lockeland Road outfall drain project was continued this year 
with seven hundred eighty-seven (787) feet of 36 inch and 42 inch reinforced 
concrete pipe being installed. 

Work on the Kirk Street outfall drain is in progress and one hundred eighty 
(180) feet of 15 inch concrete pipe was laid. 

A relief drain of one hundred thirty-six (136) feet of 12 inch concrete pipe 
was installed in Highland Avenue from a low point between Grayson and Ken- 
win Roads to an existing drain in Grayson Road. 

A catch basin in Chester Street was remodeled to increase the capacity of 
discharge to alleviate flooding conditions which have existed at times of 
extremely heavy rainfall. 

In addition, 2755 feet of concrete pipe and 43 manholes and catch basins 
were installed in connection with new street construction. 

3126 feet of concrete pipe and 35 manholes and catch basins were con- 
structed in Johnson Road by the contractor. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 

Nine hundred and ten square yards of concrete sidewalk, 2350 feet of 
granite curb, 265 feet of concrete curb and 2270 feet of paving stone curb 
were installed during the year. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 

Thirteen streets were surface treated with emulsion covered with crushed 
stone during August. 

During the fall, Appalachian Road, Reservoir Street, Florence Street, 
Canal Street, Middlesex Street, Richardson Street, Warren Street and Mystic 
Avenue were resurfaced with bituminous concrete by Warren Brothers Roads 
Company. 


Sidewalks: 

Approximately 750 square yards of concrete sidewalk was repaired during 
the year, and 700 square yards of bituminous walks were resurfaced with 
bituminous concrete. 


Street Signs and Marking: 

One hundred and one traffic and street signs were erected or replaced 
during the year. 

Approximately thirty miles of traffic and parking lines were painted on 
public streets and parking areas. 

Many parking meter standards were repaired and replaced. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


New Equipment: 
A new Michigan front end loader was purchased to replace a 1948 model. 
A new Ford pick-up truck replaced a 1955 unit. 


Sanitation: 

A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to Leon 
Bushmich Corporation of Burlington, for $3,600.00 for the period August 1, 
1959 to July 31, 1960. 

Collections were made every fourth working day at each dwelling and daily 
from food stores, restaurants and the hospital. 

Rubbish was again disposed of at the area off Swanton Street using the ''so 
called'' sanitary land fill method. It was necessary to add another level to 
the area, raising the level toa critical height as far as any future use is 
concerned. 

A new Ford dump truck was purchased to replace a 1949 unit. 

During the year, assistance was furnished to Fay, Spofford & Thorndike, 
Inc. on preliminary studies for another solution to the rubbish disposal prob- 
lem. The final solution as voted by the Town was authorization to proceed 
with the construction of a 100-ton incinerator at the present dump site. 


Snow and Ice: 

Nine storms involved plowing and six required removal work; in addition 
fifteen storms necessitated sanding and salting operations. 

A new Oliver OC-6 sidewalk tractor was purchased to replace a 1937 
model. 

Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1959 were as follows:

Plowing Streets and Walks 15,119.67 
Removal of Snow 12,942.47

The set of composite Assessors plans was brought up to date under the 
supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessors abstracts was completed. 


Board of Health 
A map of the Town showing streets without sewers was prepared as 
requested. 


Board of Survey 

The following way was approved by the Planning Board, acting as a Board 
of Survey: 

Verplast Avenue - a portion of a way from Cross Street northwesterly 
about two hundred ninety-five (295) feet. 


Building Department 
Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when requested. 


Cemetery Department 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for record 
purposes. 


Collector of Taxes. 
Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of certifi- 
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cates for dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector of Taxes; 
and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as requested. De- 
scriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment of taxes were 
prepared as requested. 


Development & Industrial Commission 
Plans showing industrial areas either undeveloped or not in use were pre- 
pared as requested. 


Highway Department 
The construction program for granolithic sidewalks required considerable 
engineering services again this year. Estimates, costs and assessments for 
streets, sidewalks and various highway projects were submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen. 
Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 
Plans and estimates for the 1960 program are being prepared. 
Street layouts and acceptance plans were made of the following ways: 
Clearwater Road - Layout 
Cox Road - Layout 
Hinds Road - Layout of portion 
Wickham Road - Layout of portion 
Willowdale Road - Layout 
Construction was completed on all of these ways with the exception of Cox 
Road. The necessary engineering services were furnished by the Department. 
Considerable time was again spent in providing engineering services for 
extending the installation of a Town surface drain in land owned by the Win- 
chester Country Club as part of the Lockeland Road outfall project. 


Park Department 

Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc. were made as 
requested. 

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made; and estimates of 
costs of various Park projects were prepared as requested. 


Planning Board 

Taft Drive - a way from High Street southeasterly and northeasterly about 
seventeen hundred twenty-one (1721) feet to High Street - was approved by 
the Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law. 

Taft Circle - a way from Taft Drive southeasterly and northeasterly about 
four hundred twenty-six (426) feet - was approved by the Planning Board 
under the Subdivision Control Law. 

Information related to engineering requirements under the Subdivision 
Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 


Sanitation Department 
Cross sections were taken of the Town disposal area, and corresponding 
plans prepared, as part of a study to determine the location of an incinerator. 


School Department 

Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 
_ A topographical survey and plan of the West Side elementary school lot on 
Ridge Street and Johnson Road was made, at the request of the School Build- 
ing Committee.

Water & Sewer Department 

Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines and connection records have 
been made for sewers constructed in 1959. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are being 
made.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 

As for the past several years, the Dutch Elm disease has been a serious 
problem for the Tree Department. One hundred and twenty Elms were found 
to have the disease by laboratory tests. Ninety-one Elms were located on 
private property; eighteen: Elms were along public ways; eight were on Park 
land: and three diseased Elms were found on other public lands. While pre- 
ventive measures were taken, public Elms suffered somewhat more than in 
1958. Approximately one-third of the total Elms afflicted have been removed 
and burned. The balance is scheduled for removal prior to April 1, 1960. 

One hundred thirty-six trees were planted as public trees during the Spring 
of 1959. There were one hundred and six Sugar Maples, seventeen Lindens, 
eight Pin Oaks, two Sweet Gums and three Willows set out. 

The usual spraying service was furnished to private owners that requested 
spraying with the McNeal Arborist and Contracting Corporation doing the 
work for the Town, as low bidder. Charges for all private spraying in the 
amount of $1,384.55 were committed to the Town Collector. 

Timely assistance on the Snow and Ice program was rendered by the de- 
partment as usual.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith, the annual report of the Workmen's Compensation De- 
partment for the year 1959. 

There were six permanently disabled cases on the rolls of the Compensa- 
tion Department in 1959. One of these cases was closed on September 26, 
1959, the remaining five cases received compensation for the entire year. 
Compensation paid these employees and their dependents amounted to 
$7402.35 in 1959. Medical services for these employees amounted to $80.00. 

Seven employees received injuries causing loss of work for a total of 204 
days. Compensation for these employees amounted to $1260.00. Medical and 
hospital services amounted to $979.65. 

Thirty-four employees received injuries which required medical attention 
but no loss of work days and therefore, required no compensation payments. 
The cost of medical and hospital services for this group of employees 
amounted to $516.00. 

Eleven employees reported accidents and the necessary forms were filed. 
These accidents were of a minor nature and medical services were not 
required. 

The 1959 Legislature has again increased the weekly compensation pay- 
ments from $40.00 per week to $45.00 per week effective December 7, 1959. 
Also the amount for dependents of injured workmen is increased from $4.00 
to $6.00 per week, effective December 7, 1959. 

The Compensation Agent wishes to express his sincere appreciation for the 
excellent cooperation he has received from all of the departments concerned. 
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The following figures are estimated in part, due to the date upon which 
this report must be filed.

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Report of the School Committee 


For the School Department, 1959 was a year of accomplishment marred 
by one serious setback. Efforts to cope with urgent problems posed by in- 
creasing school enrollments and demands for expanded and improved educa- 
tional services, we believe, have been reasonably successful to the extent, at 
least, that overcrowded facilities would permit. 

Prompt action by the Town in voting for the construction of a new elemen- 
tary school on the Ridge Street-Johnson Road site, so-called, should relieve 
conditions at the Parkhurst School next fall. Parkhurst is now the most 
seriously overcrowded of our elementary buildings. Delay in the decision to 
build a new junior high school has, however, compelled the Committee to take 
emergency action by which pupils in Grades 7, 8 and 9 will attend Junior 
High School for abbreviated school sessions beginning September, 1960 and 
continuing until such time as additional facilities are available. Needless to 
state, the necessity for operating two schools in one building, as it were, in- 
volves educational restrictions and sacrifices. If permitted to continue, 
these will have damaging effects on the school careers of the pupils and on 
the educational standards of Winchester schools. 

Despite this handicap, our secondary school program has progressed. One 
major step was the decision of the Committee to substitute for the ''free 
elective'' system in Grades 9 through 12 the requirement that each student 
follow a core program of basic subjects to be supplemented by additional 
courses according to the specific program each chooses. Equally important 
is the policy of urging pupils, whose scholastic records permit, to carry 
more than the minimum program required. Meanwhile, it is heartening to 
report that a Building Committee for Administrative and Secondary School 
Facilities has prepared and the Town has approved alternate plans for a new 
junior high school including temporary provision for badly needed adminis- 
trative offices. The need for both facilities is most urgent. 

The study of German, introduced a year ago last September in the Senior 
High School, was extended this fall with the introduction of a second-year 
course. The foreign language program was further extended by introducing 
the study of French at the 7th grade level. A newly designed and up-to-date 
physics course replaced the traditional offering and an elective course in 
mineralogy was added to the science program. With the advice and assist- 
ance of the Citizens' Advisory Committee on Electronics Education, the se- 
quence of study in that field was completed with the development of an 
advanced course in electronics. New and up-to-date equipment was installed 
in the electronics laboratory to aid in the teaching of this subject. 

Plans for effecting the reorganization of the secondary schools on the 
basis of a 3-year junior high school and a 3-year senior high school are 
being developed and the new organization will become effective with the 
opening of schools in September, 1960. The junior high schedules will be 
developed to effect without severe dislocation the transfer of pupils from the 
west side of town to a new junior high school as soon as such a facility may 
be ready for occupancy. 

In the elementary schools, promising developments are under way for im- 
proving instruction. The grouping of children with similar records of 
scholastic achievement for instruction in certain skill subjects has been 
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extended from 6th to 5th grade this year in four schools. The Lincoln 
School project, in which grade barriers are eliminated for purposes of in- 
structing 4th, 5th and 6th grade pupils in reading and arithmetic, is being 
continued and evaluated. An interesting experiment in team-teaching as a 
means of making better use of teaching skills is being conducted at Mystic 
School. } 

Last summer for the first time the School Department maintained a full- 
fledged summer school. This program, under the direction of Assistant 
High School Principal Thomas Morse, proved very successful and its popu- 
larity testified to the need for such services. An adult education program 
begun only three years ago has developed to the point that the Citizens' Ad- 
visory Committee originally appointed to help plan and launch this program 
could be discharged after four years of valuable service. The School De- 
partment and townspeople are indebted to the members of this committee 
whose membership included Mr. Vincent Ambrose, Mr. William F. Burns, 
Mrs. Agnes Burton, Mrs. Hugh Erskine, Mr. Nicholas H. Fitzgerald, 
Mrs. Athena Griffith, Mrs. Wade L. Grindle, Mr. Hoyt C. Hottel, Mrs. Her- 
bert Lamson, Mrs. Constance Marshall, Mr. William Spaulding, Mrs. Gilman 
Wallace, Miss Grace Wills and Mrs. Carle Zimmerman. 

Personnel changes this year included the employment of an Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools to help handle the heavy administrative load in the 
central office, resulting from the growth of the school system. 

Winchester's school problems for the coming year can be classified under 
the headings of facilities, personnel and costs. With a projected enrollment 
of more than 2000 pupils in Grades 7 through 9 to be educated in facilities 
that will adequately accommodate fewer than 1600 pupils, the problem of 
school space is obvious. Meanwhile, the opening of a new elementary school 
and adoption of ''double sessions'' will require some twenty additional 
teachers. The need emphasized by Dr. Conant and others for more guidance 
personnel is increasingly apparent. Costs will be further extended by the 
effect of another increase (to $4000) in the minimum salary mandated by the 
Massachusetts Legislature this year for public school teachers. This, inci- 
dentally, is the third year in a row that the Legislature has raised teacher 
salary minimums. These increases total $700 for which the State, mean- 
while has provided no compensating increases in State financial support or in 
local tax relief. 

Actually, Winchester's school problems are not greater nor different than 
those of other growing communities. To be sure, Winchester has insisted on 
maintaining educational services of high quality adapted to the needs of all 
its pupils. As a result, its school system represents one of the community's 
most valuable assets.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Because school facilities are and have been a major problem of the School 
Department, perhaps it would be well to begin this report with a discussion 
of building problems. It is encouraging to report that a new thirteen-room 
elementary school voted by the Town is already under construction on the 
Johnson Road-Ridge Street site. It is expected that this building will be 
available for occupancy next September thus relieving overcrowded condi- 
tions at the Parkhurst School where enrollments will approach 500 pupils by 
September, 1960. It is planned to open the new school with seven teachers 
and an enrollment of approximately 175 in grades Kindergarten through Six, 
leaving 325 pupils in the Parkhurst School. Such arrangements should allow 
reasonable provision for future expansion in both schools. 

The remainder of the report on school facilities is anything but en- 
couraging. A proposal to erect anew 3-year junior high school to relieve 
overcrowded conditions which had already developed in both the Junior and 
Senior High Schools failed of approval in a referendum held in October, 1958. 
This has necessitated the preparation of emergency plans for housing the 
expanding secondary school population beginning next fall. In accordance 
with the School Committee's decision to adopt a 3-3 pattern of secondary 
school organization, plans are being completed to place the 7th, 8th and 9th 
grades ona ''double session" basis beginning next September and continuing 
until additional facilities become available. Under this plan, an anticipated 
1000 pupils will be divided into two groups, one of which will attend a morning 
session of 41/2 hours inthe Junior High School and the other a session of 
equal length in the afternoon. Every effort is being made to keep the educa- 
tional losses inherent in such abbreviated sessions at a minimum. Instruc- 
tional periods for all subjects will be a few minutes shorter and time allot- 
ments for certain subjects including music, art, science, homemaking and 
industrial arts will be further restricted. Extracurricular activities norm- 
ally scheduled after school will be sharply curtailed or eliminated. Possibly 
the greatest loss will be the elimination of afterschool help by the teachers 
of pupils who for various reasons need individual attention. It is hoped that 
these curtailments will not be necessary for more than one year and thata 
new junior high school can be ready for occupancy in September, 1961 or 
shortly thereafter. 

Also on the list of current needs for school facilities are new central of- 
fices. Several plans for housing School Department offices have been con- 
sidered and the Building Committee for Administrative and Secondary School 
Facilities is now planning for temporary space in the new junior high school 
building. Meanwhile, the present temporary facilities are deteriorating 
rapidly and becoming increasingly inadequate. 

The new elementary school and the double-session program anticipated for 
the Junior High School will permit of reductions in overloaded classes by 
making more classrooms available. Pending these developments, it has not 
been possible to employ the additional staff needed to serve an expanded stu- 
dent body. Next fall approximately twenty additional teachers will be needed 
for the new west side school and the extra session at Junior High School. 
Other teachers will be transferred from the Senior High School (which be- 
comes a 3-year school) and from Parkhurst School, where enrollments will 
be reduced substantially. The new teachers must be recruited from a teacher 
supply that is far short of the demand. This represents no easy task for 
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Winchester, whose new teachers must compare favorably with the quality of 
personnel now serving in our schools if standards are to be maintained. 

The problem of recruiting as many as forty new teachers and replacements 
for next fall is further complicated by recent action of the Legislature in 
raising the legal minimum for public school teachers! salaries from $3600 
to $4000. The effect of this mandate will be to raise salaries at all levels 
and in all communities throughout the State. Winchester will be no exception 
and our present salary schedules based on a minimum of $4000 will have to 
be adjusted to meet the competition from comparable school systems both 
within and outside the State. 

Despite the difficulties and pressures posed by lack of space, higher 
enrollments and personnel shortages, considerable progress can be reported 
in the expansion and improvement of our educational program during the past 
year. One of the most significant and possibly far-reaching changes in our 
educational system resulted from the School Committee's decision to abandon 
the policy of permitting students to elect most of the subjects taken in Senior 
High School. In place of this ''free elective'' policy every student is now re- 
quired to schedule a core of subjects selected as being essential to the edu- 
cation of all. These minimum requirements include for the upper four years 
of school four years of English, four years of physical education, three 
years of history and allied subjects, one year of mathematics, and one year 
of science. Every student, also, is required to select one of several pro- 
grams of study, each of which carries additional subject requirements 
designed to give the student an educational background that is sequential and 
has continuity. 

Last year the School Committee adopted a policy whereby Senior High 
School students of proved scholastic ability and achievement are encouraged 
to carry more than the minimum program of major subjects. A recent sur- 
vey reveals that 23% of our High School student body have elected to take five 
major subjects for the school year 1959-1960. Many of these same students 
are voluntarily enrolled in the accelerated program in which they are pur- 
suing advanced study. This response is indicative of the enthusiasm with 
which pupils will respond to a challenge and explains, in part, at least, the 
success of Winchester graduates in securing admission to top colleges and 
universities. Progress continues in the expansion of our educational offer- 
ings with the introduction this year of elective courses in advanced German, 
mineralogy and Electronics Il, and the introduction of French at the 7th 
grade level. 

Interesting developments in teaching are continuing in the elementary 
schools. The grouping of children with similar scholastic abilities and 
achievement for instruction in certain basic skills has been extended from 
Grade 6 to Grade 5 in four of our schools. The Lincoln School experiment in 
Similar grouping for the upper three grades is being continued and evaluated 
this year. An overcrowded 5th grade of 72 pupils in the Mystic School pre- 
sented an opportunity this year to initiate a project in team-teaching similar 
to experiments being conducted in other school systems in various parts of 
the country. This project will be watched carefully because of its possibili- 
ties as a means of using teaching skills and resources more efficiently, 
particularly under overcrowded conditions. 

An interesting adjunct to our guidance service was made available this 
year through the generosity and interest of one of our local citizens. 
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Mr. Lester Gustin organized and offered toa selected group of interested 
junior and senior boys a seminar composed of sixteen lectures given by per- 
sons prominent in the construction business and allied fields. The purpose 
of this course was to give these young men, who were completing High School 
without having settled on a career, a background of the construction field and 
the opportunities it offers. This is indicative of the kind of support our 
school system receives from lay people in the community. It signifies, too, 
the contributions which people engaged in business and industry can make to 
the education of our boys and girls. 

Turning to educational needs as yet unmet, several proposals are under 
consideration. Study of foreign languages in the elementary grades is a 
proposal that has considerable community support. Opposition has been ex- 
pressed to a suggestion that it be offered after school but it will be difficult 
to include it inthe already overcrowded elementary school program unless 
we have a longer school day. Plans to offer personal typing at 7th grade 
level will have to be postponed until a new building is ready. It is probable 
that the advanced courses anticipated for accelerated groups when they reach 
12th grade will begin next year with an "advanced standing'' course in 
chemistry. 

Many factors contribute to making a good school system. These Winches- 
ter possesses to a remarkable degree. A competent and dedicated staff has 
accepted increasing pressures and responsibilities with admirable spirit and 
morale. The voters have provided almost completely by local property 
taxation the monies necessary to employ personnel of high calibre and give 
them the tools with which to do the job. Parents have cooperated intelligently 
and enthusiastically in helping teachers and administrators to improve our 
schools and to develop valuable understanding between teachers and parents 
so valuable in educating the child. Individual citizens, as members of our 
various local advisory councils, have given generously of their limited 
leisure time to help in the solution of problems facing the schools and in 
planning better education for Winchester. Last, but far from least, is the 
dedicated service of those men and women who, as members of the School 
Committee, carry the responsibility for seeing to it that our public schools 
shall meet successfully the challenges of these critical times. For the help, 
support and cooperation of such fine people, I am indeed grateful.

DROP-OUTS 


A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1959 between the times of 
entrance and of graduation gives a group of 28 new members and 92 pupils 
who left the group.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1958-1959 follows: 


A. ANNUAL PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS: 
1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after the 
opening of school and concluded in June 1959. 
Examinations of the first, fourth, eighth, tenth and twelfth grades 

were completed along with all new students who entered school the 

current year and all kindergarten children who had not received a 
pre-school check-up. 
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All student candidates for major sports in HighSchool were examined 
before participating in the athletic program.

All parents whose children were being examined were informed by 
letter of the opportunity of being present at the examinations. 

There were 84 notices sent directly to parents advising that correc- 
tive measures be taken. Most Junior and Senior High School students 
were advised to seek medical attention for minor defects found and 
only when major defects were found were notices sent to parents. 
Special Class Examinations: 

The class this year again under the supervision of the Noonan School 
consisted of eight special students taught by Mrs. Mary L. Smith. 
There was considerable progress shown in about thirty per cent of 
the student body. Some are slow learners, others show varying de- 
grees of mental retardation and a few definite organic disease. For 
the coming 1959-1960 year this combination class will remain the 
same except for the possible addition of new students. 


B. PRE-SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS: 


Pre-school examinations of children entering school in September, 1959 
were held during the first and second weeks of May. The total number 
examined in the presence of the parents was 175.

Polio vaccine injections were given to a limited number of school per- 
sonnel in order to complete the series. There were no cases of polio in 
the public schools this year. 

TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL: 

New school personnel met the requirement of X-ray survey of their 
chests before being hired by the School Department. The X-ray of the 
chest at a State Hospital was made available to cafeteria employees and 
the Manteaux test was given student employees of the cafeteria. 


MASSACHUSETTS VISION TESTS: 


The Massachusetts Vision Test was conducted by the School Nurse in the 
following schools from September 1958 to June 1959.

The responsibilities of the Park Department continue to grow. By employ- 
ing one more full time employee, the Department has been able to meet its 
obligations. 


This year completes our fourth year in maintaining the school yards and 
Manchester Field. The Commissioners feel this operation is beneficial to 
both the School Department and the Park Department. 


Early in June, 1959, the bath house at Leonard Pool was partially 
destroyed by fire. At a special Town Meeting in September, the town voted a 
sum of $8500.00 for the building of a new bath house, which will be ready for 
use next June. 


The maintenance and appearance of the Common still continues to be a 
problem to the Commissioners. New walks, re-seeding, and re-loaming are 
needed. It is our intention to cover this expense in our 1960 budget. 


Summer playground attendance was good again this year. To increase in- 
terest, one more playground leader will be needed for our summer recrea- 
tion program in 1960. 


Together with the Waterways Committee, we are hopeful of reaching some 
agreement with the State on the dredging of the Aberjona River. 


Continued interest in Little League and the Babe Ruth League, we believe, 
should be encouraged. The Park Department is happy to maintain suitable 
fields for these activities. 


Softball, tennis, basketball, and swimming are as popular as ever and all 
show an increased attendance. 


The Park Department is very appreciative of the cooperation it has re- 
ceived from the various Town Departments.

The water supply situation in 1959 again was very favorable. The rated 
capacity of our reservoirs is 511 million gallons. Going into the high-con- 
sumption months of July and August, the reservoirs held more than their 
rated capacity. As aresult of heavy rainfall inthe summer, we lost water 
over the spillway at times. Currently, we are in good condition, with 440.1 
million gallons in the reservoirs as compared with 266 million gallons at the 
end of 1958 and only 208 million gallons a year earlier, 


Water consumption for the year is estimated at 614 million gallons as 
against 556 million gallons in 1958 and 532 million gallons in 1957. There is 
no question that the trend of water consumption throughout the country is in- 
creasing steadily. We are faced with exactly the same situation in Winches- 
ter. We can look ahead with certainty to a considerably higher consumption 
of water over the next 5 to 10 years. We are fortunate that the town has 
three sources of supply. 


We do have a possible 1960 problem in regard to supply because of the 
construction of new State Highway Route 28. Our new Spot Pond pumping 
station is complete as to the building and pumping equipment. Because of 
highway construction it is not at present tied in to power, and the suction line 
into Spot Pond is not yet installed. We have advised the State Public Works 
Department about this situation and have asked them to expedite the work so 
that our very important pumping station can again be tied in to Spot Pond be- 
fore the heavy water consumption period of this next summer. 


In addition to the work at the Spot Pond pumping station, several major 
projects aimed at improving our water and sewer system have been under 
way in 1959. 


1. Anew 10-inch line has been laid on Highland Avenue from Jefferson 
Road to Winthrop Street--a distance of 2,640 feet, and 895 feet of new 
line have been laid on Jefferson Road. 780 feet of 10-inch line have 
been carried into the High School area from the parkway to improve 
the fire-protection facilities. 


2. In all, 11,905 feet of mains, 30 main gates, and 20 hydrants have been 
added to our system. Five hydrants have been moved, and four re- 
placed. 138 new water services were installed and 78 renewed. 


3. 24,567 feet of water distribution mains have been cleaned with good 
results even though there has been a considerable amount of dirty water 
and inconvenience to the townspeople. We greatly appreciate the 
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patience and good will of the townspeople and shopkeepers during this 
difficult period. The cleaning process is far from completed and con- 
siderable additional work of this type will have to be carried out in 
1960 and subsequent years. 


4. New sewer lines in the Dothan, James, Henry, and Dunster Lane areas 
are currently in the process of being installed and tied in to the Arling- 
ton system. 


5. Anew sewer on Cambridge Street to tie in the new Star Market shop- 
ping area development to our sewer system is being installed by their 
contractor and is almost completed. 


6. A total of 10,255 feet of sewer mains have been installed and two new 
sewer pumping stations with 200 feet of mains. 113 new sewer service 
connections were installed.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 
and 


Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its report for the year 1959. 

97.6% of our entire case load received assistance from one of the three 
Federal programs: Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Aid 
to the Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons (most commonly referred 
to as Disability Assistance). Only 2.4% of the case load received assistance 
from the General Relief program. 

Three legislative acts affected Public Welfare in 1959: 

1. Chapter 141 changed the title of Agent of the Board of Public Welfare 
to ''Director of Public Assistance". 

2. Chapter 385 amended the residence requirement in the Aid to De- 
pendent Children program to conform with the Federal laws. 

3. Chapter 584 amends Chapter 117 Section 24 and provides that the city 
or town of residence is liable for hospital care furnished to a person 
in need of public assistance. 

The Medical Care Plan relating to drugs which was created by the Board 
in 1957 and amended January 1, 1959 has been eminently successful and the 
Board is very appreciative of the cooperation given by the physicians and 
druggists of Winchester. 


« General Relief 


General Relief is the only one of the four assistance programs adminis- 
tered by the Welfare Department which is locally controlled. This assist- 
ance is given to needy persons who do not qualify for one of the Federal 
programs, the unemployed, for foster home and institutional care for chil- 
dren, for temporary medical care and in some instances, to non-citizens. 
Often, if is necessary to assist under General Relief until eligibility for one 
of the Federal programs is established. As of January 1, 1959, we were 
aiding three cases under General Relief. Forty-one applications were re- 
ceived during the year. Three were as a result of unemployment, thirty-one 
because of illness, five resulted from desertion or separation, one as a re- 
sult of age and illness. One case was transferred to Old Age Assistance, one 
to Aid to Dependent Children, and two were transferred to Disability Assist- 
ance. Twenty-six were applications for the cost of hospital services and 
after investigation, were found to be ineligible for assistance. Because of 
the ever increasing cost of medical and hospital care, it is expected that the 
number of applications and the cost of this program will continue to increase. 


Old Age Assistance 


The cost of Old Age Assistance continues to increase each year even 
though the case-load shows a slight decrease. The increased cost of all 
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medical and hospital services is the main reason for the over-all cost in- 
crease. As of January 1, 1959, we were aiding 105 cases under Old Age As- 
sistance. 25 new applications were taken during 1959. Twenty of these ap- 
plications were accepted and approved, four were rejected, one was trans- 
ferred to another city. We ended the year with 104 cases. It is worth noting 
that 30% of our Old Age Assistance clients are receiving Old Age and 
Survivors' Insurance payments which amounted to $18,698.40 in 1959 and 
which materially reduced the cost of Old Age Assistance to the Town. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Commencing the year 1959, we had nine cases with seventeen children re- 
ceiving assistance under the Aid to Dependent Children program. During the 
year, eight applications were taken. Seven of these applications were ap- 
proved and one denied, two cases transferred to other communities and two 
cases received benefits from Old Age and Survivors' Insurance in excess of 
the budgetary standards of assistance, therefore, were closed. We ended the 
year with ten cases and nineteen children. 


Disability Assistance 


Six cases were receiving Disability Assistance in January 1959. We re- 
ceived four new applications during the year. One client passed away and one 
received Social Security Disability benefits in excess of the budgetary stand- 
ards and therefore, no longer was eligible for assistance. We completed the 
year with eight cases. 

The Board of Public Welfare wishes to acknowledge with sincere appre- 
ciation, the splendid cooperation of the departments within the town govern- 
ment and the various private organizations inthe town who have so generous- 
ly given their time and money to the less fortunate. 

The following figures are approximate due to the early date on which this 
report must be filed. The exact figures may be found in the report of the 
Town Accountant. These figures show clearly, the expenditures in each cate- 
gory of assistance, the reimbursements received from Federal and State 
governments, from other cities and towns and the net cost to the town.

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Annual Town Report of Civil Defense 


The loss of Beggs and Cobb Tannery meant also the loss of one Civil De- 
fense emergency warning siren. This must be replaced during the coming 
year at another location. An additional siren will have to be placed in or 
about the Ridge Street-Johnson Road district because the present siren does 
not cover the complete area, many people claim that they do not have ade- 
quate warning coverage. 

We have found that in the last year or two, several of our sirens have 
failed. The underlying cause is of course, old age, most of these warning 
devices were used during World War II which makes them over fifteen years 
old. Some of those that failed were rewound and overhauled at far less ex- 
pense than new replacements. Such procedure can not be indefinitely con- 
tinued and this means that within the next several years 50% of the present 
units will have to be replaced by new ones. 

The Auxiliary Police and Firemen were called to more actual duty this 
year than ever before. Both groups were used at the Tannery fire to good 
advantage and at a number of less spectacular operations. 

The Auxiliary Police did traffic duty all year at Sunday Church services, 
thus not only demonstrating to the Town their willingness to be of actual 
rather than fancied service, but also gaining valuable training and experience 
under practical conditions. They also served at the En-Ka Fair, Memorial 
Day parade, Fishing Derby, Halloween and numerous other functions. 

It is our understanding that Chief Harrold will retire early in the coming 
year. We of Civil Defense wish him a most pleasant and extended retirement 
and thank him most sincerely for the constructive help and assistance he has 
given to Civil Defense. 

The Auxiliary Firefighters have faithfully trained week in and week out 
under the skilled direction of Captain Frank Amico. They have maintained 
Engine #6 under the enthusiastic help of Firefighter Robert Haggerty and the 
new engine is being installed. This piece is most useful and essential to the 
department but it is growing older and will one day have to be replaced. We 
are grateful to Chief Callahan for his thoughtful and generous help. 

Our Communication Department has continued its excellent work in radio 
training and test exercises. The latter have been held every Wednesday night 
with few exceptions. The test consists of operating a ''net work" of all Win- 
chester Civil Defense Communication group members, all of whom must have 
some form of Federal Communication Commission operators license. We 
are fortunate in Winchester in having quite a number of such licensed per- 
sonnel, and more are passing the required Federal examinations every year. 
Our communication group under the leadership of Dr. Michael MacKenzie and 
Mr. James Baldwin have received favorable mention from the Massachusetts 
Civil Defense Administration Radio Department, for the excellent manner in’ 
which our local communications group have conducted simulated Alert tests 
with State headquarters. Ten members of the communication group are re- 
cipients of Civil Defense Commendations issued by the Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service of Massachusetts for time and effort given in the interest 
of public service. 

Several years ago a ruling was issued by the United States Government 
Federal Communication Commission to the effect that all police and other 
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municipal radios would have to make changes, partially by August 1960 and 
completely by February 1963. Without going into complicated technical de- 
tails as to the nature of the changes required, we of Civil Defense feel that 
this required change should be made at once rather than wait until 1962, be- 
cause we can purchase the new materials cheaper now than later-the value of 
the dollar is certainly not increasing any as far as we can see. We still have 
some choice in the wave lengths. If we wait until the last minute and are 
forced to scramble for both wave lengths and equipment with the rest of the 
country the result will be unsatisfactory to all and the cost will be consider- 
ably greater. Also there is a possibility that the government may be able to 
help in this project by contributing Matching Funds which will save the Town 
some money. We recommend prompt action.

Report of the Planning Board 


The Planning Board herewith submits its forty-fifth annual report: 


Capital Budget Program 


A function of the Planning Board is to provide the townspeople and their 
town meeting representatives with a program for financing capital improve- 
ments in the years ahead. Clearly, the Town of Winchester or any other 
community cannot afford to provide immediately all of the capital projects 
which are currently suggested or desired. A program is required which an- 
ticipates capital improvements and schedules them on a basis of need con- 
sistent with the Town's ability and willingness to pay for them. The advan- 
tages of such a program become evident when it is realized that it will 
establish a systematic method of budgeting and paying for capital improve- 
ments in harmony with the operating expenses without undue stress on the 
taxpayer. The annual tax dollars can be allocated wisely to the projects 
most needed and the tax situation for years ahead can be forecast and antici- 
pated to an extent that is knowledgeable. A capital budget program should 
enable the voters to make decisions with a fair understanding of what will 
happen in the future. The Town of Winchester can thereby reap the benefits 
of intelligent action within the framework of a sound fiscal policy. We can 
establish a balance between pay-as-you-go and borrowing, maintain our 
credit rating, and work towards a stable tax rate. These must be our ob- 
jectives if we are to avoid chaos in our fiscal operations. 
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Following through with the intent expressed in our last annual report, we 
have embarked on an intensive study of the financial resources of the Town 
with the view of establishing a sound capital budget program. The study has 
included a compilation of information about the Town during the past eight 
years. Statistical data have been obtained relating to population, dwelling 
units, polls, motor vehicles, valuation of real and personal property, the tax 
rates, and the debt structure. The revenues and expenditures of the Town 
during these years have been carefully analyzed. The Town officials and de- 
partment heads have been solicited for reports of proposed capital projects 
with estimated costs based on 1959 figures and an explanation of when and 
why each project listed will be needed. From this wealth of information, we 
are able to determine community trends and to begin making estimates of 
future operating and capital expenses, estimates of future revenues other 
than from local tax sources, and estimates of future valuations over a period 
of years. It is obvious that by subtracting the estimates of revenues other 
than from local tax sources from the estimates of operating and capital ex- 
penses, we can estimate the sums needed from local sources. Using the 
estimates of valuations, we can then compute the resulting estimated tax 
rates. These calculations give us a clearer picture of future tax loads and 
the impacts of proposed expenditures. With this kind of information, the 
financial effect of the capital budget program can be determined and adjusted 
from year to year to meet the Town's needs and ability to pay. 

We submit herewith some of the results of our present studies with a 
recommended schedule of proposed capital projects.

We submit the above information only as a guide. We are continuing our 
studies and expect to make changes and to reevaluate our projection factors 
each year as circumstances require. It is our hope that this first report will 
create a better understanding of what we are trying to achieve. We believe 
that understanding breeds cooperation and it is only through the cooperation 
of all Town departments that this program will be successful. 


Land Use Studies 


The Planning Board is initiating a thorough study of town-owned land. This 
will involve the preparation of an inventory of areas of land now owned by the 
Town, an analysis of present and possible other uses of these areas and of 
their adequacy for the same, and consideration of and recommendations for 
changes in the permitted uses of such areas, the disposal of present areas or 
portions thereof and the acquisition of new areas for municipal purposes. 

The study will be carried out in two phases. The first phase will include 
the preparation of a general inventory anda preliminary evaluation of these 
properties. This phase is now in process and should be completed within the 
next three months. The second phase will include a detailed analysis of se- 
lected areas which appear to warrant further study, and the preparation of a 
long-range plan. We hope to complete this phase within the next year in 
order that there will be available to town officials, committees and the voters 
at the earliest possible date the knowledge that is necessary for intelligent 
action. The demands for space for the proper functioning and growth of the 
Town are becoming critical and we believe that such a study is not only de- 
sirable but urgent. 

The Planning Board, again, recommends action for the removal of the old 
Cutting house from its location near the north wall of the Library in order to 
improve the appearance of the library building and of our Civic Center. We 
further recommend the taking of all remaining privately owned land forming 
the bed and banks of the Aberjona River so that the Town may adequately 
control and maintain this waterway. This is important for purposes of 
dredging, making improvements and flood control. 


Zoning 


Under consideration are two zoning changes, namely, provision for (1) 
Parking Areas in and near Residence Districts, and (2) Light Industrial 
Districts. 

These proposals are designed to permit certain desired and limited uses 
in areas as voted by the Town Meeting from time to time without opening up 
such areas to broader and unwanted uses. 

It is conceivable that proposals will be made for a parking lot in an area 
zoned for residence to serve a business or industry in a nearby non-residen- 
tial district. If it should be the consensus that such a parking lot would be 
desirable and non-harmful to the residential character of the community in 
any particular case, it would be necessary to rezone the area of the pro- 
posed lot for business or industry as the situation required. This would 
make the area available to any business or industrial use permitted under 
our present zoning laws. To guard against such further enlargement of the 
scope of uses in the area, it seems advisable to this Board to make provision 
in our zoning laws for the limited use of a parking lot in a residential

district. This could be accomplished by establishing a "special parking 
district" through amendment to the Zoning map. New regulations accompa- 
nying this map change could permit a parking area in the special district 
either as the only use of the district or as a use in addition to the uses pre- 
viously allowed. It would seem preferable to superimpose a special parking 
district on an existing use district, in order that all residential uses would be 
allowed inthe district as well as parking areas, and the height, set back, 
yard and other provisions of the residence district would still apply. Further 
requirements for screening, lighting, entrances, and construction would be 
provided in suitable regulations. Each proposal for a separate parking 
district, like any other map change, would require a two-thirds vote of a 
town meeting, thereby providing a maximum safeguard to the community. 

The proposal for Light Industrial Districts is being considered for the 
purpose of determining the feasibility of setting up a new classification of 
zoning that would be more restrictive than our present industrial zones and 
which would be subject to greater control by the Town. It is contemplated 
that this new classification would replace the present by-law for industrial 
zones, and would provide for certain specified light industrial uses, building 
line set backs from streets and property lines, set backs from residential 
districts with proper screening, height and area restrictions for buildings 
and parking facilities. There appears to be a need for such further refine- 
ment of our Zoning laws. 


Subdivision Control 


The Planning Board has again spent much of its time in the administration 
of the Subdivision Control Law. Under this law, the Board regulates the 
laying out and construction of private roadways and sanitary facilities in 
subdivisions of land, with due regard for adequacy of access, safety of tra- 
vel, lessening of congestion, securing adequate provision for water, 
sewerage and drainage, insuring compliance with the Zoning laws, and 
coordinating the means of passage in the area. In each case, proper engi- 
neering plans must be filed with and approved by the Board and all construc- 
tion must be completed in accordance with the requirements of the Town, 
thus insuring protection against haphazard planning and workmanship. 

Since this law became effective in Winchester inthe year 1953, the Plan- 
ning Board has approved twelve subdivision plans involving 341 building lots 
and 4.22 miles of roadways. Of these 341 building lots, 281 have become 
eligible for building and sale in accordance with our regulations. 

It is strongly recommended that the roadways in these subdivisions be ac- 
cepted as public ways as soon as possible after their completion and ap- 
proval by the Planning Board in order to insure proper maintenance and to 
minimize subsequent expense to both the Town and the abutting landowners. 

The Board acknowledges with a deep sense of appreciation the services 
rendered by Mr. James Costello, the Town Accountant, Mr. Allen Benjamin, 
our Planning Consultant, Mr. Howard Ambrose, our Consulting Engineer, 
and Mrs. Paul Eberle, our clerical assistant. Their assistance has been 
immeasurable. é 
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It has been a pleasure to work with the Boards, Committees and Depart- 
ments of the Town. Winchester is the kind of town one proudly serves.

Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 1959. 


Plans for the Future 


1. Move to new quarters. The Board of Health is highly concerned about 
the possible dangers involved in the presence of large numbers of 
mothers and children ina clinic situated on the second floor of a busi- 
ness block and reached only by a single stairway. 

2. Promulgation of Day Care Center regulations. 

3. Improvement of communicable disease reporting. 

4. Establish techniques for evaluating the eligibility of families for clinic 
service. 

5. Dissemination of health information on a regular basis. 

6. Development of dental health education program. 


Administration 


Two major and long-range program objectives have been established in 
1959. One is to improve on all fronts the administration of the Board of 
Health and the services for which it is responsible, making these services 
more effective and providing them at the lowest possible cost to the town. In 
this respect, weekly meetings have been held throughout the year with con- 
sequent expediting of the business of the Board. 

The second long-range program is to bring all rules and regulations up to 
date. Except for sanitary and food regulations adopted in 1957, all regula- 
tions of the Board of Health date back many years. This year new regulations 
for private sewage disposal systems were adopted, and other regulations will 
follow. 

The Board cannot too strongly emphasize the need for new quarters at the 
earliest possible date. The matter of safety has already been stressed. In 
addition, the present quarters do not lend themselves to efficient clinic oper- 
ation, and the use of the clinic for office space for the Agent and for hearings 
by the Board of Appeal leaves much to be desired. 

In line with the objective of increasing competence, the Agent attended and 
successfully completed courses in public health administration, environ- 
mental sanitation, and air pollution. Dr. Quigley attended the course on 
Dentistry in Public Health at the Harvard School of Public Health. 
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Dr. Wildasin, in his professional capacity, attended innumerable meetings 
bearing on public health. The Chairman participated in a panel discussion at 
the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Public Health Association. 


Health Services 


The provision of clinics is the responsibility of the Board of Health, and 
the nursing services are provided under the provisions of a contract between 
the Board and the Winchester Visiting Nursing Association. This program is 
part of a family-centered service, with the WVNA providing nursing service 
for the Board of Health, the School Committee, and, of course, its own visit- 
ing nursing function. The WVNA (1) plans and conducts clinics provided by 
the Board of Health, (2) visits Winchester homes for case finding and follow 
up of tuberculous patients and contacts, (3) visits homes where a communi- 
cable disease exists, (4) visits homes of premature infants, (5) visits homes 
of pregnant women, infants, and preschool children, (6) performs parochial 
school nursing, and (7) maintains records. Dr. Wildasin represents the 
Board of Health at meetings of the WVNA. 

Weekly Well Child Conferences areheld for infants and preschool children. 
The clinic doctor and WVNA personnel are in attendance at all times at these 
conferences. The babies and preschoolers are weighed, measured, and 
examined. Advice and) health supervision are given to the mothers on feed- 
ing, growth and development, and health habits of their children, WVNA staff 
nurses support and amplify this advice by home visits as required.

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There were fifteen cases of tuberculosis reported during the year. One 
was revoked, one hada settlement other than Winchester, one moved away, 
two were inactive, one was hospitalized and then discharged to home care, 
one was home care, and eight were still hospitalized as of 12/31/59. 

The staff of the WVNA assists the Parochial School physicians in the an- 
‘nual physical examinations, and, under the direction of the physicians, ad- 
ministers the annual audiometric and vision screening tests. Under the 
direction of the physicians, visits are made to the Parochial Schools and the 
homes of Parochial School pupils. Emergency first aid is rendered to Paro- 
chial School pupils while in school.

Members of the WVNAStaff have derived valuable traintng from attendance 
at professional meetings and participation in courses and workshops on 
school mental health, dynamics of behavior, legal aspects of nursing, com- 
munity aspects of alcoholism, chronic disease nursing, etc. Winchester is 
one of the first communities of its size to have a family-centered public 
health service, and members of the WVNA have been in demand as partici- 
pants in programs and panels interpreting this generalized type of service. 
In 1959 the Board conducted an educational campaign in the Star urging 
polio vaccination. We wish to express our appreciation to the local medical 
profession for its willingness to cooperate in those situations where vaccina- 
tions could not be obtained because of inability to pay. In such situations, the 
only charge was for vaccine. 


Dental Services 


As mentioned earlier, plans for the future call for the development of a 
dental health education program. While such a program will emphasize 
education of the public, treatment will not be neglected. During the past year 
we have been required by law to discontinue the use of the antiquated x-ray 
machine dating back to the 1920's at least. Inspection of the machine by the 
Division of Dental Health revealed that it was delivering an abnormally high 
number of roentgen units with the concomitant radiation hazard. Temporary 
arrangements for x-rays outside the Dental Clinic have been unsatisfactory, 
and replacement of this equipment is absolutely necessary for an adequate 
dental program. 

The air compressor was found to be beyond repair, and was replaced in 
1959.

Regulation and Inspection 


The adoption of sanitary and food regulations in December 1957, and the 
contracting in January 1958 for environmental sanitation services has re- 
sulted in high standards of cleanliness in plant and product in the forty-six 
food-handling establishments in Winchester. A total of 498 inspections were 
conducted in these food-handling establishments, including restaurants, 
grocery and meat stores, hospital, drug and other stores where food is 
served, mobile canteens, etc. A total of 298 bacterial swabs of eating and 
drinking utensils were taken. In all cases where unsatisfactory sanitary con- 
ditions or unsatisfactory bacterial results were found, corrections were af- 
fected through education and, when necessary, hearings before the Board. 

Samples of dairy products sold in Winchester are taken each month, anda 
complete analysis made for bacterial count, butter fat content, total solids, 
and coliform. 2,416 such analyses were made in 1959. 

All persons handling foods are required to havea tuberculosis chest x-ray, 
and the identification card must be shown on request. In 1959, 554 such 
x-rays were taken. One active case of tuberculosis was found, eight chest 
conditions other than tuberculosis, and 545 were negative. 

The Board of Health wishes to express its appreciation to the Board of 
Selectmen for its cooperation in issuing new and renewal victualer licenses 
only after inspection and favorable report by the Board of Health.

The adoption of regulations for private sewage disposal systems in April, 
1959 has done much to minimize the creation of new sewage disposal prob- 
lems and their concomitant danger to the public health. 

The rodent control program along the Aberjona River initiated in the fall 
of 1958 was continued throughout the year just passed. This program, to- 
gether with a vigilant campaign against unauthorized dumping that provides 
the necessary food supply for rodents, has been effective in controlling the 
rodent problem. It should be continued, and, as the need arises, it may be 
necessary to extend it to other areas in the town. 

Inspections and investigations of complaints continue to require a sub- 
stantial amount of time. In 1959 the Agent conducted 242 inspections and in- 
vestigations, devoting 326 hours out of a total of 1,571 hours to this area of 
responsibility. 

The Board of Health wishes to acknowledge the excellent and devoted work 
of its Agent, Mr. Michael D. Saraco, and the entire staff. 

We extend our appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, the Water and Sewer 
Board, all other boards and committees, and the people of Winchester for 
their cooperation in the important work of public health.

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Report of Building Committee for 
Enlarged Facilities for Senior & Junior 


High School and Administration Office 


FOURTH REPORT —— OCTOBER 1959 


Since its third published report to the Town in September of 1958 and the 
Town Meeting and Referendum of October 1958, the Committee has continued 
to study its two-fold problem--i.e. first, provision for adequate junior high 
school educational facilities and second, provision for adequate office space 
for the School Department. 

The question of the site of the school was reviewed extensively. A widely 
advertised and very well attended public hearing held in April of 1959 heard 
six possible site solutions discussed and the comparative costs and other 
pros andcons of each presented at length. As the result of a vote taken at 
that meeting, at which those in attendance listed their first, second and third 
preferences, and still further studies by the Committee with the assistance 
of its educational consultant and architect, the Committee narrowed the 
prospective site solutions downto three. In June of 1959 it presented these, 
together with separate cost estimates, to the Town Meeting for its consider- 
ation. After extended debate, the Town Meeting selected the Well Field as 
the site for the new junior high school. The Town Meeting instructed the 
Committee to continue with its study fora school and to report back to a sub- 
sequent Town Meeting with preliminary plans for building a school on the 
Well Field. 

Since that time, the Committee has reviewed at length its original popula- 
tion estimates andhas, with its educational consultant and architect, given 
especial attention to planning the school so as to effect substantial economies 
in design and construction over the original 1958 estimates. The Committee 
is now prepared to make its next recommendations on the problems it was 
appointed to consider and presents them in this report under the headings 
which follow. 

In reading this report, it must be remembered that the solution of the 
secondary school problem approved by the Town contemplates moving the 
Ninth Grade (about 330 pupils) out of the present Senior High School, thus 
making room in that building for growth in Grades Ten, Eleven and Twelve 
without additional construction for those grades at this time and constructing 
a new building on the Well Field site which will, with the existing Junior High 
School, accommodate Grades Seven, Eight and Nine. 
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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL ENROLLMENTS 
Existing and Predicted 


The growth of the school population for the past ten years has been ata 
greater rate than can be accounted for by the construction of new houses. 
During this ten-year period, enrollments in Grades Seven, Eight and Nine 
have increased from 572 in 1949 to 995 in 1959, or an average of 42 per year. 
Of this, increased dwelling units account for about 26, and the other 16 
represent increases of the number of children per family in these grades. 
There is some evidence to indicate that this increase in number of children 
per family has slowed down at the elementary level, but it will undoubtedly 
continue in the secondary school levels for several years to come.-Ten years 
ago, there were about 13 children from each one hundred dwelling units in 
the Seventh, Eighth and Ninth Grades. There are now nearly 19 per one hun- 
dred dwelling units in these grades. 

The Committee has had access to several studies which have been made 
during the past three years. Mr. Allen Benjamin, the Town Planning Con- 
sultant, has made enrollment projections based upon probable increases of 
dwelling units in future years. We are indebted to Mr. George Kimball, a 
resident of the Town and a Statistical Consultant to the U. S. Census Bureau, 
for a projection which gives effect not only to increases of new houses but 
also to the effect of increases of family sizes in old dwelling units. We have 
also been furnished with recent School Department estimates based ona ten 
per cent per year increase of school enrollments. Mr. John Carruthers, a 
member of the Committee, has prepared an estimate of future junior high 
school enrollments by projecting the number of children through the various 
grades, with allowance due to new construction of houses. His growth esti- 
mates up to 1970 closely follow those of the Benjamin report, and when pro- 
jected backward to 1942 for verification purposes, check very closely with 
the growth pattern of the past ten years. It is the most conservative of all of 
the projections, and, if found to be substantially accurate, indicates the pos- 
sibility that the enrollments of both Junior and Senior High Schools may level 
off about 1970 at or near the capacity of the present and proposed buildings. 

The Committee is keenly aware, however, that all past estimates of school 
enrollments have been too low and that buildings have reached capacity much 
sooner than was anticipated, for reasons that are difficult to forecast. It is, 
therefore, the unanimous opinion of the Committee that, even though a build- 
ing for 600 students will probably be adequate for several years, it would be 
wise economy to construct a building large enough to accommodate 750, in 
the meantime utilizing the otherwise idle space for the badly needed School 
Administrative Offices. 

Having completed these studies and come to these conclusions, the Com- 
mittee then endeavored to find a solution which would 

1. Be economical. 

2. Provide core facilities (heating plant, cafetorium and other special- 
ized areas) adequate to accommodate the minimum estimate of 
growth over a ten or eleven-year period. 

3. Permit expansion by additional construction if school enrollments in 
the late 1960's or early 1970's continue to expand. 7 

4. Eliminate the expense of building classroom space now which will not 
be used for a period of years. 
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5. Avoid the additional over-all expense which is incurred when two 
building programs are superimposed one upon the other ina rela- 
tively short five or six-year period. 

6. Provide School Department office space for the Town on the most 
economical basis. 

After considerable deliberation and after consultation with its Consultant 
and Architect, the Committee unanimously makes and recommends the fol- 
lowing solution: 

A. Build now core facilities (this includes heating plant, electrical equip- 
ment, cafetorium, gymnasium and certain special purpose class- 
rooms) for 750 students. 

B. Build now academic classrooms for 600 students. 

C. Provide classroom space in the building for another 150 students 
(five rooms). Use this space, however, for School Department Of- 
fices until such time as it is needed by the students, thus fully util- 
izing the new school building from the outset and at the same time 
postponing the larger capital outlay required for a separate School 
Department office building. 

This program will provide the Town with junior high school classroom 
space in both the new and existing buildings adequate to take care initially of 
1150 students (550 in the existing Junior High and 600 in the new building), 
plus the space needed for the School Department. This combined capacity of 
1150 students can be increased to 1300 when needed by turning over the 
School Department office space for classroom use. 


Cost of the Project 


The estimated cost of the building alone, including the Superintendent's 
Office, is $1,110,000. The estimated cost of the entire project, including 
construction cost of the building, site development, development of access 
roads, architects' and consultants' fees, furnishings for the school office 
building and miscellaneous expenses, is under $1,500,000. 

When the Junior High School was last presented to the Town, the estimate 
was a maximum of $1,700,000. Savings have been effected by, among other 
things, combining the cafeteria and auditorium into a ''cafetorium", refine- 
ments in design to cut down the area from 81,000 square feet to 74,000 square 
feet including School Department office space and eliminating, in large part, 
expensive two-story construction. It is estimated construction costs will 
approximate $15 per square foot. This is economical construction for a 
good school, meeting Winchester standards. 


School Department Officers 


The Committee, pursuant to instructions from the Town Meeting, had its 
architect prepare preliminary sketches and cost estimates of a school office 
building on the Wadleigh site. The estimated cost of tearing down Wadleigh 
and building an office building on that site and furnishing it came to $91,500 
of which $5,000 was for furnishings. 

The cost of adding five additional classrooms on the lower level at the 
Horn Pond Road end of the building, which are to be used for School Depart- 
ment Offices until needed for classroom use, is approximately $97,000. We 
believe we would be entitled to state aid on this expenditure, thus making it 
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possible to provide School Department office space for the time being at least 
for a net cost to the Town of $77,000, making this the most economical solu- 
tion for providing the needed School Department office space. 

In addition to savings effected after state aid, putting the School Depart- 
ment offices into the new school building provides a satisfactory solution for 
the size problem. If the higher estimate of future enrollments proves to be 
correct and school enrollments approach 1200 by the middle 1960's, then the 
school is adequate in size and the necessary classroom space can readily be 
provided by converting the School Department space to classroom use. If the 
more conservative estimates are correct and school enrollments increase 
slowly, then the administration office space will continue to be occupied by 
the School Department for at least ten or eleven years. In either event, the 
Town postpones to a later date the capital expenditures required for a sepa- 
rate School Department office building. 

If the Town Meeting should determine the School Department office space 
ought not to be in the new school building, then the Committee would recom- 
mend cutting the academic classroom size of the building (but not core facil- 
ities) down to 600, thus saving perhaps $97,000 on the school building but re- 
quiring the Town to spend from $85,000 to $90,000 for School Department of- 
fice space in a separate building with no state aid to help. This is a possible 
solution but, in the Committee's judgment, not the best one. 


Building Characteristics 


The building is a rectangular structure which permits the repetitive use of 
standard sized structural components. The structure will be a combination 
of reinforced concrete and light steel frame with masonry walls and dividing 
partitions. 

The building contains only 98.5 square feet per pupil whereas the Massa- 
chusetts average for a secondary school of this type is 118 square feet per 
pupil. Planning economies include such devices as combining auditorium and 
cafeteria, reducing the area of corridor space and the length of the exterior 
walls by using classrooms that are square rather than broad in shape; and by 
taking advantage of the natural slope of. the site to provide above grade rooms 
at the lower level. The gymnasium and cafeteria, which require the greatest 
amount of heating equipment and hot water, have been located adjacent to 
each other and to the boiler room, so that the required mechanical services 
can be concentrated at one end of the building. 


Conclusion 


The need for the new school is established. The School Committee has 
announced that the district lines between the two junior high schools will be 
drawn at the outset to coincide with the present elementary school district 
lines. Those pupils now attending Parkhurst, Wyman and Noonan Schools will 
go to the new building. Those now attending Mystic, Lincoln and Washington 
Schools will go to the present Junior High School. Based on these district 
lines, the School Department estimates that the new building, with an initial 
capacity of 600, will have init, when it opens, approximately 530* pupils. 
The present Junior High School, with a permanent capacity of 550 will have 
in it 496* pupils. This leaves space for growth in each of the Junior High 
School districts. The substantial growth, of course, will be in the district 
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served by the new school building, and the reserve capacity in that building 
represented by space temporarily allocated to the School Department offices 
provides sufficient room in the judgment of this Committee to accommodate 
the school enrollments for at least the next ten years. 

The Town Meeting members are well aware of the intolerable conditions in 
the present Senior High School. The School Department's decision to go on 
double sessions inthe Junior High School in the fall of 1960 and to accom- 
modate the Seventh, Eighth and Ninth Grades in that building that year means 
that the Tenth, Eleventh and Twelfth Grade students will not be overcrowded 
and placed on double sessions at a time when they are preparing for their 
college or other post-high school studies and careers. This decision at the 
same time, however, does make for an extremely difficult situation in the 
existing Junior High School until the new building is completed. This situa- 
tion must not be allowed to continue. The Town cannot afford to delay longer 
on the construction of a new junior high school. The Committee earnestly 
recommends to all Town Meeting members and citizens of the Town of Win- 
chester who are interested in maintaining Winchester school standards that 
they actively support this program and assure its adoption by the Town. 


*These figures are based on 1959 enrollments and assume no growth what- 
soever in the next two years. They are, therefore, conservative.

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Report of Fiscal Survey Committee 
to the March, 1960 Town Meeting 


This is the fifth and final report of this Committee. In view of the frequent 
and detailed reports submitted during the five years the committee has 
worked on its assignment, it is not considered necessary to review the work 
- accomplished. An accounting of funds appropriated and expended was pre- 
sented to the March 1959 Town Meeting and no funds were requested for the 
current year. 

This report will, therefore, be concerned with a brief recounting of the 
work done during the 1959-1960 year, a summation of the findings of the 
committee, and its final recommendations. 

The equipment purchased by the committee to make possible the mechani- 
zation and modernization of certain operations having been previously placed 
in service, and the accompanying changes in procedure having been outlined 
and put into effect, the current year has been a time of observation and modi- 
fication of technique. All departments affected by the new methods had, at 
the beginning of 1959, at least some experience with them. The Water De- 
partment was just then starting to utilize them in converting the handling of 
bills for the use of water. This has been expanded and perfected during the 
year. As usual, one improvement leads to another and the personnel in the 
Water Department office have taken good advantage of the opportunity. 

The real estate bills which were very late in 1958 because of the newness 
of the procedure, coupled with the tremendous amount of detailed work in- 
volved, were produced much earlier in 1959, with less effort, and with con- 
siderable savings to the town. With each year, as experience is gained, this 
great task will be accomplished in less time and with less effort. 

A conspicuous change in procedure made possible by the new equipment 
was the mailing of warrants and Finance Committee reports to every dwell- 
ing in Town, instead of distribution by the former method of hand delivery by 
police officers. Because of the numerous special town meetings this year 
there were seven separate mailings of this character, with all deliveries 
made in proper legal time. 

The committee was asked by the School Department to make a survey of 
its fiscal operation and to recommend any changes it believed would benefit, 
either in increased efficiency or better utilization of personnel. This was 
done and in a report rendered to the School Committee no changes in current 
procedure were recommended at this time. 

However, one observation regarding the possible future improvement of 
school department accounting might well be made here. The school budget 
is, of course, by far the largest of all town budgets. The accounting detail is, 
therefore, considerable. The consolidation of all town accounting, including 
the school system, in one central accounting office would permit some 
further economies and improvements in control and availability of desirable 
information. Such additional detail, readily available, would benefit both the 
administrative executives of the School Department and the Finance Com- 
mittee of the town. This could well be considered at some future time. It is 
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not recommended now because of the magnitude of the task, coming at the end 
of this committee's assignment, because it seems too soon to start sucha 
project, considering the changes already instituted by this committee, be- 
cause of the other problems now facing the School Department in its current 
growth, and because of the physical distance that apparently is to separate 
the school offices from the logical location of the consolidated office activity, 
namely, the town hall. 


Findings of the Committee 


The town government is conducted by a number of different boards and of- 
ficers, both elected, and appointed. There are some twenty-eight depart- 
ments or divisions in all. Some of these are under the direction of one of 
the major boards such as the Board of Selectmen. A number of them are re- 
sponsible exclusively to the electorate, the voters. This is as it should be, 
in the ultimate. But at no point is there spelled out the specific responsibil- 
ities of the one department to the other for the EFFICIENT coordination of 
the work performed by the various departments. To put it another way, each 
department is a law unto itself as regards the manner or procedure by which 
it does its work. To be sure, there are very definite regulations as to what 
is to be accomplished, and the exact information that must be prepared and 
passed along to the next department, but it stops there. Nothing but the sur- 
veillance of the voters themselves prevents a given department head from 
keeping his books or records or running his office in a manner grossly in- 
efficient or wasteful, or from innocently or intentionally duplicating work of 
another office. The only limit to the number of people he employs is, again, 
the will of the voters, or such control as the Finance Committee is able to 
exert over his requested budget. The latter is obviously the only real con- 
trol that exists, as few voters, if any, can be sufficiently familiar with the 
internal operations of all the various departments to be effective. 

This means that if there is ability and desire on the part of all divisions of 
the town government to work together for the most efficient processing of 
town business details and paper work, there will be a degree of good coor- 
dination and efficiency. Fortunately, Winchester has usually had this de- 
sirable situation. Our committee found this to be the case in many instances 
but not all. In some offices, there was detected a limited desire to cooper- 
ate with other departments; in others, an overzealous insistence that only the 
voters could suggest changes in procedures; while still others were satisfied 
with old-fashioned, obsolete methods and showed an unwillingness to change. 
In isolated instances personal animosities existed. 

These things are pointed out, not to criticize, but to illustrate the nature of 
the organization. It is to the credit of the people concerned and the voters 
that the Town of Winchester has had good government in spite of such a 
loosely knit and headless organization. It is like running a business where 
there are numerous bosses but no chief. It is like running a household where 
each member of the family can do his individual chores as he alone chooses 
but where there is no one in final authority to say who shall work more ef- 
ficiently or effectively or more cooperatively with all the others in the 
family. 

This is not to say that there is something bad or wrong with such an ar- 
rangement. But is it not obvious that there is a better way? Is it not also ob- 
vious that the system is subject to possible confusion and lack of efficiency ? 
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A rereading of the early reports of this committee will point out that there 
were many overlapping areas of work; many time-consuming, laborious de- 
tails being done; people overloaded in one department, others idle in another, 
depending on the timing of peak loads; methods in use that businesses had 
discarded twenty-five years before. 

In addition to emphasizing what has just been said above, this calls atten- 
tion to another need. Until this committee was appointed, not for thirty-three 
years had there been any concerted action taken to bring procedures up to 
date. The reason? There is no provision in Winchester's form of govern- 
ment to bring to bear on our internal methods the light of progress in 
handling such details. No one is charged with this responsibility. Under our 
present method of operation, improvements, investigations, suggestions, can 
only come through the personal initiative of one or more heads of depart- 
ments or boards. Even should one such desire to make improvements (and a 
number have done so) there is natural hesitancy to make suggestions about 
someone else's departmental work. 

The fact that this committee found that so many jobs in so many depart- 
ments were being done by obsolete methods is evidence that much more 
could and should have been done in past years to modernize. Why was it not 
done? Further, the fact that this committee has been unable to complete the 
major part of its assignment in less than five years shows the magnitude of 
the revisions that were desirable. Even with what has been accomplished, 
much more remains to be done. 

To summarize, this committee has found a great need - even in the com- 
paratively well-run town of Winchester - for closer coordination and direc- 
tion of the methods and procedures by which our New England form of town 
government processes the details of its financial transactions. And it further 
finds a need to provide for the bringing up to date of such office practices so 
that advantage maybe taken of the latest techniques as they become available. 


Recommendation 


This committee has as its members, representatives of the accounting 
profession, the banking and financial world, and the business community. It 
has been working steadily for five years to bring up to date, at least par- 
tially, the more pressing of the rather antiquated fiscal procedures of the 
town. Despite this effort, the committee does not feel that all has been done 
that should be done. Yet, the committee feels that its basic assignment has 
been accomplished. Also, it seems obvious that, barring extraordinary need, 
no town committee should be retained even so long as five years. The com- 
mittee, therefore, has already recommended that it be dismissed with the 
filing of this report. 

However, it is obvious that unless some provision is made for the con- 
tinuance of the type of work the committee has done, some of the advantages 
gained will be lost, others will not be carried forward to their full fruition, 
some of the time and money expended may have been wasted, and ultimately 
some other group in future years will again be forced to undertake a similar 
study and program. 


Accordingly, it is recommended: 


That, by vote of the town (not by a change in by-laws) the Moderator be di- 
rected to appoint a permanent committee of three to be known as the Methods 
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and Procedures Committee. Provision shall be made for rotation of mem- 
bership. 

This committee shall be purely advisory in authority, but it shall be 
charged with the responsibility of recommending necessary changes to keep 
fiscal and office procedures up to date and efficient throughout the town of- 
fices and departments. This shall be done through recommendations con- 
tained in annual reports to the town meeting or more often if necessary, and 
through interim reports to the board or boards concerned. 

The members of the committee should preferably include a representative 
from the accounting profession, one from the business community and at 
least one who has also been chairman or member of a finance committee 
and/or a chairman or member of the board of selectmen. 

This is to be a continuing committee which would work constantly with 
town departments, and particularly the finance committee and the office of 
the town accountant, without other specific authority, and with no budgetary 
appropriation. 

By this means, this committee feels that the town can be assured of con- 
tinued attention to this important activity without creating a conflicting au- 
thority. It would serve, through annual reports to the town meeting, to call 
attention of the town to those necessary improvements which will be essential 
inorder to avoid again falling behind the steady progress of fiscal techniques. 

In conclusion, the Committee again wishes to thank all those connected 
with our activities, in any way, for their cooperation and assistance.

Winchester Town Forest Committee 


Annual Report for the Year 1959 


In the Winchester Star of December 18, 1959, the following article ap- 
peared, subsequent to one of a few days previously in the Woburn Times: 
"ASKS POLICE AID -- The Town Forest Committee, comprising Edward 
McKenzie, chairman, Richard Parkhurst and Sherman Russell, has asked 
Chief Charles J. Harrold to provide extra police protection at the town forest 
off Brooks Street. Previous acts of vandalism there prompted the request. 
The committee has asked the Star to remind its readers that any one damag- 
ing or removing trees from the town forest is under state law subject toa 
fine of $200, or a year in jail.’ Two days later, December 20th, some of the 
Forest's young hemlocks were cut down, trimmed out or torn up by the roots. 
A particularly fine young spruce, Christmas tree size, was cut off about a 
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foot from the ground, leaving a stub and a few trailing limbs of what was once 
a shapely tree. The Committee regards this as an immediate, unfortunate 
and by no means isolated example if, indeed, any further one is called for, to 
show the need of patrols in the Forest. We repeat a sentence from our 1957 
Report; ''We shall continue to recommend that there be no further planting of 
small trees in this area until such time as we feel we may reasonably expect 
they will not be partially or wholly disfigured or destroyed." 

On a more encouraging note, the Committee has pushed ahead with its 
Forest rehabilitation program, with good and visible results. This program 
began in 1956 with a $1500.00 appropriation, and has continued in each suc- 
ceeding year with a similar annual appropriation. In 1959, work was con- 
centrated on the southwesterly section of the property, with the usual 
emphasis on large limb cutting and tree surgery on the already well estab- 
lished hardwoods, pines and hemlocks. Assuming the Town grants the same 
modest annual appropriation of $1500.00 over a continuing period of years 
(and the Committee strongly urges this) the Forest will take shape as a well- 
cleared, well-kept and handsome Town asset. Once the heavy work is done, 
and there are still many beautiful trees of several species in which the 
hurricane damage of 1954 and earlier has not yet been repaired, yearly 
brush clearing and general maintenance will to a great extent take the place 
of the present more specialized forestry work. 

The Committee needs and requests the cooperation of all citizens inter- 
ested in preserving the beauty of outdoor areas in Winchester, and especially 
in seeing to it that within the means at its disposal, including many hours of 
work in the Forest on its own part, the Clara G. Brooks Woods becomes and 
remains the pleasant outdoor sanctuary and refreshing environment visual- 
ized by the Town when the Woods were acquired by vote of the Town in 1941 
and added to by gift as accepted by the Town in 1955.

Report of the Chapter 32B 
Advisory Committee 


This Committee was established pursuant to the vote of the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1959 "'to study the advisability of accepting Chapter 32B of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts." 

The Advisory Committee does not favor the adoption of Chapter 32B. 


Background Information 


Chapter 32B provides that towns which accept this Chapter of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts must contribute to "sroup general or blanket hospital, 
surgical and medical insurance for certain persons in the service of the town 
and their dependents.'' This means, as Section 1 states, ''group life insur- 
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ance, group accidental death and dismemberment insurance and group gener- 
al or blanket hospital, surgical and medical insurance for certain persons in 
the service of the town and their dependents.'' This legislation is based on 
the Acts of 1955, Chapter 706, adding General Laws 32B and amended five 
times since then by Acts of 1956, 1957, 1958 & 1959. 

This is permissive legislation. The town has a choice of accepting it, but 
once accepted, its continuance is mandatory on the accepting municipality. 

Section 3 states: "If a town accepts the provisions of the chapter but fails 
to appropriate the funds necessary to implement said provisions, the select- 
men shall certify the cost to the town in carrying out the provisions of this 
chapter to the board of assessors who shall include the amount so certified 
in the determination of the tax rate for that year." 

Section 5 states: ''The amount of group life insurance on each employee 
shall be two thousand dollars, and the amount of group accidental death and 
dismemberment insurance on each employee shall be two thousand dollars. 
The amount of hospital, surgical and medical benefits shall not exceed the 
overall benefits provided under section eleven for the county in which the 
town lies." 

A town must accept all or none of the provisions of Chapter 32B, and since 
it may not withdraw at any time inthe future, the town is affected by any 
future amendments voted by the state legislature. 


Present Town Insurance Program 


At present, Winchester does not contribute toward any group hospital or 
medical care plan. However, 320 out of 473 eligible town employees, in- 
cluding those in the school department, are enrolled in a voluntary Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield group program and have the benefits of lower group rates. 
The Town acts as collection agent and deducts the premiums from the pay of 
all participants. 

The Town may not legally appropriate money for contributions towards any 
group medical care program outside Chapter 32B. 

The Town of Winchester and the employees themselves contribute annually, 
as required by law, towards retirement and pension plans. In 1959, the Town 
contributed over $109,000 and the employees over $58,000. This is pertinent 
to the question at hand since, under this program, there are important dis- 
ability and death benefits. For example, if an employee has worked for the 
Town of Winchester for a period of at least two years, his widow, as long as 
she doesn't remarry, will receive a guaranteed minimum of $100 a month for 
life provided Social Security benefits do not offset this amount. At age fifty, 
it would require over $21,000 to provide this lifetime benefit. 


Costs 


If Chapter 32B is accepted, the estimated cost to the Town for the first 
year would total somewhere between $39,000 and $50,000, depending on the 
benefits chosen. Of this, approximately $6,000 would be for group life insur- 
ance and the balance, $33,000 to $44,000 would be for group hospital and 
surgical insurance. The Town's contribution, after adjustments for Win- 
chester's particular claim experience at the end of the first year, would 
amount to about $75 or $80 a year for each participating employee. 

In succeeding years the cost would increase appreciably. It is difficult to 
estimate future costs with any precision. Blue Cross-Blue Shield states: 
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"The rates for your group are guaranteed for one year and each year will be 
re-studied to determine what rates are to be charged for the forthcoming 
year. It is impossible to give you any idea of what your rates will be in five 
or ten years due to the many factors that affect the cost of our complex 
standard of hospital and medical care.'' The reasons for increasing costs, 
however, can be assigned principally to three factors: 

1. the growth in the future retired group. 

2. the higher costs of a retired person as compared to an active 

person. 

3. the inflationary trends in medical costs. 

The actuarial department of a large insurance carrier has estimated that, 
in the Town of Winchester based on data furnished with respect to 470 Town 
employees, in fifteen years the retired employee group will be 22% of the 
total group. In thirty years the retired group will rise to 28%. Since it is 
also estimated that the average cost of the retired individual is 2 1/2 times 
that of the active person, the combined effect on costs will be to increase 
them by 37% in fifteen years and 47% in thirty years. 

Finally, informed sources estimate that increases in medical costs are 
adding 4% per year to the overall costs of medical plans. Thus, in fifteen 
years, costs would have increased 80%. 

It is evident that in a relatively short period of time the cost of coverage 
under Chapter 32B would be sharply increased. 


Arguments for Acceptance of Chapter 32B 


The town's contribution of one-half the cost of the plan would be an at- 
tractive fringe benefit for many employees, and would maintain good employ- 
er-employee relationships. 

The town's contribution would provide a non-taxable wage increase to each 
participating employee at about $75 annually. 

Many cities and towns have already adopted Chapter 32B. 


Arguments Against Acceptance of Chapter 32B (The Committee’s Unanimous View) 


The Advisory Committee does not favor the adoption of Chapter 32B 
because: 

The proposed plan is inflexible; the town must accept it in its entirety. 

Loss of local decision - the plan is dictated by state law so that benefits 
and therefore costs can be increased without recourse. 

Once in, the town cannot withdraw. 

Uniform coverage will deprive employees of the right to obtain smaller 
coverage tailored to their personal situations. 

The plan will not benefit 20% of the employees who, it is estimated, will 
not participate for valid reasons of their own. 

Costs to the town will become excessive as the size of the retired group 
increases and medical costs rise.

A major task this past year of those responsible for the activity of the 
Public Library has been putting into operation the changes authorized by the 
appropriation of $27,419 at the 1958 Town Meeting. Improvement in the ef- 
ficiency of the present building, extensive maintenance work and modest ad- 
ditions to furnishings and equipment, have made the Library more useful and 
more attractive. The new reading room, such enlargement of the Children's 
Room as the present building allows, and a rearrangement of the circulation 
and reference areas, have all proved beneficial. The details of these changes 
were outlined in the 1958 reports. 

An appropriation at the 1959 Town Meeting has provided for the repairing 
and refurbishing of the valuable Tiffany windows, given as a memorial to 
Joseph H. Tyler. 

The Rich Room has been used not only to house the Lincoln-Lee collection, 
which has been completely catalogued for the first time this year, but also as 
a meeting room for various local groups. The moving-picture programs 
have been reactivated in this room. A fine engraving of Lincoln, a gift from 
the law firm of Hale and Dorr, has been placed over the fireplace. 
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Arrangements have been made for a Rich Lecture to be given this spring 
by an eminent speaker and for an essay contest to be held at the High School, 
both of these activities having been suggested in the will of the late 
Edgar J. Rich. 

The exterior of the building has been beautified by a complete new land- 
scaping of flowering shrubs and trees, - the generous donation of the Win- 
chester Home and Garden Club. 

The Trustees are grateful to the Winchester Art Association which has ar- 
ranged for regular exhibits of works of art in the West Reading Room. We 
are pleased to acknowledge a substantial bequest of $11,500 under the will of 
Anna M. Mason. The library received many gifts of books and of funds for 
the purchase of books on particular subjects. A new card catalog and an 
added section for the desk have been acquired for the Children's Room as a 
result of the George Homer Eustis bequest. 

Perhaps the most interesting single activity of the year was the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the Public Library of Winchester, celebrated on May 
3, 1959. The event was planned by the Trustees, the Staff, and a most help- 
ful One Hundredth Anniversary Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Joseph Tansey. A lecture at the High School Auditorium, entitled ''Books and 
Characters" by Dr. David E. Owen, Gurney Professor of History and Politi- 
cal Science at Harvard College, was followed by an Open House at the 
Library. Works of art by local people, books by Winchester authors, and 
items loaned by the Winchester Historical Society were exhibited. Flower 
arrangements were given by the Winchester Home and Garden Club and by 
Mr. Maurice Freeman, and refreshments were served by the En Ka Society. 
The Winchester Star contributed substantially to the event by publishing 
several pages of articles and photographs of subjects relating to the library 
throughout its first century of existence. Of particular note was a fascinating 
"Short History of the Winchester Public Library" by Rupert F. Jones. This 
work, containing many choice excerpts from the past reports of Trustees, 
has been subsequently published in pamphlet form. 

While our celebration gave us reason to be proud of the past and our re- 
novations have helped to make us pleased with the present, much thought and 
discussion have pointed up needs for the future. It is apparent that eventually 
the facilities of the library must be increased, particularly to provide more 
room for the children's area, for the storage of books and for greater gener- 
al public usage necessitated by the growth of the Town. 

*The Trustees have missed the counsel and experience of Mr. John C., 
Willis, who terminated eight years of service as a member of the Board, but 
were pleased to have the vacancy filled by Mr. John A. Dolan. Not only the 
Trustees and Staff, but all friends of the library will miss Mrs. Pearl G. 
Winter, the Assistant Librarian, who resigned during the current year. 

It is fitting that the Trustees express publicly our appreciation to the en- 
tire staff for its fine work in serving the Town during a period of recon- 
struction and adjustment. Some interesting statistics and comments on 
many of the functions of the library are in the separate report of the Libra- 
rian, Mrs. Lois G. Smith.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The library continues to show a constantly increasing use of its services. 
In 1959, Winchester people borrowed 12% more than they did in 1958. During 
November, a busy month in the library, 8763 books were borrowed from the 
Children's Room and 10,282 from the Adult Department. It has been an ex- 
tremely busy year in the Children's Room. A summer reading club had 420 
Bookworms busily reading and 202 of them read and reported on at least 10 
books during the summer. The first day of registration for the reading club, 
732 books were charged out from the Children's Room. Over 1,600 books 
have been sent to classroom libraries in the schools during 1959. 

Much has now been done in the present building to provide additional space 
for books and readers. The best we have been able to achieve still does not 
provide for future growth. The Children's Room area, particularly, is far 
from adequate for present needs, to say nothing of the future, as pointed out 
in last year's report. The combined Office-Workroom for the Children's 
Librarian is too small to serve both purposes and it does not allow super- 
vision of the Children's Room (it will be remembered this was the former 
Custodians! Room.) The Children's Room has shelving for 6600 books, and 
we have placed shelves in the corridor which hold an additional 1400 books. 
We have at present a children's books collection of over 14,000 books. It is 
only because so many books are out in circulation at any given time that 
there is space to shelve those remaining. 

The corridor shelving cannot be supervised from the Children's Room and 
is, of course, only a temporary expedient. Space is lacking adjacent to the 
Children's Room for class instruction and story hours. Also very necessary 
is sufficient room for Junior High School books to be shelved apart from 
those for the younger readers. All of the above points to the need of an ad- 
dition to the Children's Room at the earliest possible date. 

With renovations completed as planned, there is still major maintenance 
work which needs to be done in the near future. Knowing that good mainte- 
nance of a public building saves money for the town in the end a substantial 
increase will be requested in the amount budgeted for building maintenance 
in 1960 and the years ahead. 

Early in the year new shelving, purchased from the special appropriation 
for renovations, was added in the Children's Room and the Adult Reading 
Rooms. There followed weeks of book shifting until all books were in their 
new locations. A mimeographed chart is now available at adult service desks 
and on top of the card catalog, showing the location of all classes of books. 

The second exit provided for the Rich Room enabled us to reinstate in 
October the Library Film Programs which had been omitted in 1958. Friday 
night is Family Night when children are admitted only if accompanied by an 
adult, and the film program is repeated Saturday morning for children only. 
Story Hours for children were held in the Rich Room weekly from February 
thru May, 1959. Inthe spring, all eighth grade classes met here to view an 
instructional film as part of their introduction to the Adult Library. 

The Rich Room will now accommodate 70-75 people and many groups have 
met here inthe past year. It is the regular monthly meeting place for the 
Library Trustees, Winchester Art Association, Antiques Study Group, Lin- 
coln Study Group, Fortnightly Literature Group, and the Winchester Visiting 
Nurses Association. Meetings were also held inthe Rich Room in 1959 by 
the Winchester Historical Society as well as fourteen other organizations and 
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committees of townspeople. In March and April, the room was made avail- 
able for a weekly Extension Course in ''Art of Flower Arrangement." 

Money from the library's unrestricted Downs Fund was used during the 
summer for special projects to improve the catalog and the book collection. 
The experienced librarian who catalogued the Rich collection of Civil War 
books in 1958, returned again this year for this special work. The card 
catalog was checked against the Sears ''List of Subject Headings" and all 
missing reference cards were typed and filed, to make the catalog more 
easily used by the public. Shakespeare books were recatalogued and given 
the special classification used in many public libraries. Science books were 
checked in the latest edition of ''Standard Catalog for Public Libraries" and 
then inventoried, so that we might discover the gaps in our collection. This 
Same process was also completed with the philosophy and psychology books, 
and the social sciences were partially done. Systematic checking with estab- 
lished lists is a necessary preliminary to discarding out-of-date material 
and the wise selection of books other than the ''Best Sellers'' in each field of 
knowledge. This work has only begun, and it is hoped that it can be con- 
tinued for the entire collection. 

Members of the staff have attended meetings of the Massachusetts Library 
Association at Lenox and Boston, and the New England Library Association 
at Swampscott. Staff visits have been made to neighboring libraries in Mil- 
ton, Norwood, Wellesley, Arlington, Medford and Lexington, to compare 
methods and talk over mutual problems. The Librarian obtained inspiration 
and new ideas from the June convention of the American Library Association 
in Washington, D. C. 

The Librarian has joined the recently formed Metropolitan Boston Library 
Planning Council, a group which will investigate all possible means for pro- 
viding better library service in the entire metropolitan area. As a beginning, 
a survey has been made of the reference books available in member li- 
braries. The reference collection of the Winchester Public Library has been 
checked against the Enoch Pratt selected list 'Reference Books." It is hoped 
that an increased amount of the 1960 book budget may be allotted to filling 
the gaps in our reference collection. 

A rotating collection of library books has been provided as in the past for 
the Home for Aged People. Twice a week book service has been provided to 
Winchester Hospital patients by the library staff and En Ka volunteer aides. 
En Ka Society has made a generous gift of 250 new books and a new book 
truck for the hospital. 

More than 3,000 books have been added to the library collection during 
1959. Each week new adult books are exhibited for a week on the ''New Book 
Table" in the lobby where borrowers may browse and leave reserve cards. 
Circulation of library books continues to increase each year. Figures show 
that in 1959 borrowed materials totaled over 200,000, which is more than 10 
per capita. 

The staff regrets the October resignation of Mrs. Pearl G. Winter, Assist- 
ant Librarian. She came tothe staff in 1951 as Circulation Librarian, be- 
came Young Adults and Special Services Librarian in 1956, and was appointed 
Assistant Librarian in 1957. In each position, Mrs. Winter has made friends 
for the library and served with responsibility and competence. 

Other staff changes during the year - Mrs. Helen W. Mallery was appointed 
Assistant Children's Librarian in February; Miss Anne C. Anderson, Young 
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Adults Librarian, resigned in November and this position has been combined 
with that of Circulation Librarian. Mrs. Leila Jane Roberts passed the state 
examination for a professional librarian's certificate in November and has 
now been appointed Circulation and Young Adults Librarian. 

The Librarian wishes to thank Trustees and staff members for their co- 
operation and understanding in the sometimes trying problems of the past 
year. Thanks go also to many townspeople for gifts, and for their thoughtful 
suggestions and advice.

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DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


The Development and Industrial Commission, appointed by the Moderator 
after the last regular town meeting, reports as follows: 


First: It has investigated the available industrial land for sale in Win- 
chester, has contacted the owners of the land, has had the individual 


parcels of land engineered and has consulted with other Winchester 
Boards. 


Second: It has contacted the Massachusetts Department of Commerce, 
the Chamber of Commerce of Boston, Boston Edison Company, Boston 
and Maine Railroad, Real Estate Brokers, builders, contractors and 
others. 


Present Status of Available Industrial Land 


There are approximately twelve parcels of industrial landfor sale. Some 
of these are being advertised broadly. Some are in the negotiation stage and 
others are available on a lease basis. 


The size of the industrial parcels of land varies from about two acres to 
eleven acres. 


Anyone who wishes to investigate further, will find the information at the 
Selectman's Office at the Development desk. 


Policy 


Since Winchester is about ninety-three per cent residential and since there 
are only about twelve parcels of land available for industrial expansion, your 
commission is endeavoring to attract the "right kind of industry" and to that 
end it is meeting frequently and welcomes the cooperation of every citi- 
zen, especially if a desirable prospect is known.

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REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


This is a report of Personnel Board operations in 1959. Final action on 
some items reported will not be completed until the 1960 Town Meeting has 
considered recommendations which this Board will submit on these subjects. 

During 1959 the Personnel Board held 39 meetings. 

The principal activities in which the Board engaged are briefly described 
in subsequent sections of this report. They include: 

1. Recommendations to the 1959 Annual Town Meeting. 

2. Conduct of Special Surveys. 

3. Consideration of requests submitted by town authorities, employees and 

other municipalities. 

4. Updating and review of the Personnel Policy Guide. 

5. Participation in the Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards 

Association. 
6. Review of the Wage and Salary Schedule. 


1) Recommendations to the 1959 Annual Town Meeting 


Town Meeting Members approved a Personnel Board recommendation for 
some individual wage and salary changes as well as a general increase which 
provided basically for an increase of 7¢ an hour or $145 per year or 3% of 
annual salary or wages for those full-time and part-time town employees 
other than School Department personnel who come within the program. 

Town Meeting Members rejected a Personnel Board recommendation for a 
modification in vacation policy to provide for three weeks' vacation after 10 
years service. This question will be resubmitted with detailed information 
on cost. 

Town Meeting Members approved an article recommended by the Personnel 
Board that a committee be appointed to study the feasibility of an Insurance 
Program for Town Employees. A member of our Board served on this 
Committee. 

Town Meeting Members amended an article which now requires that the 
Personnel Board submit its annual recommendations on wages and salaries 
not later than January 3lst of each year. Although the Personnel Board sup- 
ported this amendment as a means for increasing the time available for all 
interested parties to evaluate these recommendations it was pointed out that 
reliable information relative to general increase recommendations for 1960 
would not be available from most of our comparative communities until late 
February or early March. 


2) Special Surveys 


Through its Executive Secretary, the Board reviewed the descriptions of 
most full-time jobs. Inthe course of this operation revised forms and in- 
structions for preparation of job descriptions were distributed to the Town 
Departments within the jurisdiction of the Board. 

The Personnel Board participated in the establishment of a centralized 
Personnel Record File for all town employees. 

As a result of requests made to the Board, several occupations were re- 
viewed and comparisons made with rates paid in other towns. Job descrip- 
tions were re-evaluated. The result of these over-all studies indicated that 
adjustments should be made in some cases. 
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A detailed comparison was made of,.the same representative occupations 
used each year as a basis for comparing Winchester rates with the rates 
paid for similar positions in our 16 community towns. 

A copy of this survey with 1959 rates is attached as Appendices A-1, A-2 
and A-3. The Summary shown in Appendix B confirms the fact that the gen- 
eral increase voted last March maintained the middle (''M") position for 
Winchester. 

Recommendations for general salary action are based in part on the rela- 
tionship between our rates and the rates of these similar communities. At 
present sufficient information is not available to provide accurate compari- 
sons with respect to recommendations to the 1960 Annual Town Meeting. 


3) Requests Processed 


During 1959 the Board evaluated 30 job descriptions involving 27 town 
positions. 

The Board promulgated decisions or recommendations on 48 specific 
questions submitted throughout the year by town authorities or employees. 
These matters generally involved questions on job evaluations, classification, 
entitlement of vacation or salary benefits, consideration of requests for ex- 
tensions of paid sick-leave and other such matters. 

The Board handled 35 requests involving correspondence with other towns 
on matters of common interest. 


4) Personnel Policy Guide 


A revised edition of the Personnel Policy Guide will be published early in 
1960 based on a comprehensive review of the history of all personnel prac- 
tices and policies in effect. Department Heads and all Committee and Board 
Chairmen were invited to submit their recommendations. Most of these are 
incorporated in this revision. 

The Policy Guide is now a basic text to be kept up-to-date and maintained 
by the Personnel Board -- It sets forth the personnel practices and policies 
advocated by the Personnel Board and accepted by principal town authorities. 


5) Participation in Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association 


The Personnel Board participates as a member of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Personnel Boards Association which provides an excellent cen- 
tralized source for obtaining information. The Massachusetts Municipal 
Personnel Boards Association distributes an annual report and wage survey 
as well as bulletins pertaining to matters of interest to the membership. 


6) Review of Wage and Salary Schedule 


As a result of the "Special Surveys'' mentioned in Item #2 the Board is 
recommending adjustments in the jobs listed below. Details will be published 
by January 3lst as now required by vote of Town Meeting. 

Secretary and Office Manager (Superintendent of Schools) 

Caretaker (Veterans Graves) 

Town Clerk 

Assistant Superintendent (Highways) 

Executive Secretary (Personnel) reduced 
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Engineer - Part-time - (Planning Department) 

All Custodians 

Clerk (Fire Department) 

Patrolmen - temporary - (Police Department) 

Also added will be all present rates being paid for special skills or job 
requirements.

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Report of Board of Retirement

Gentlemen: 

During the year thirty-one members were added to the Retirement System, 
eleven members have withdrawn, ten members retired, two active members 
died, making a total of two hundred seventy-nine active, fourteen inactive 
members and sixty-seven pensioners at the end of 1959. Two pensioners 
died during the year and one member-survivor's allowance was terminated. 

The total paid out for pensions during the year was $86,195.56 of which 
amount $797.92 was reimbursed by another system. The Town appropriated 
$75,763.65 for the Pension Fund. The amount paid to pensioners since the 
system started on July 1, 1939 is $582,172.41. Contributions by members 
during the year amounted to $55,510.88 and $2,198.64 in special contributions. 
$7,630.68 was paid out in annuities. 

Financial and statistical tables reflecting the activities of the system are 
attached.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the General 
Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions of the Town 
of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1959, together with miscel- 
laneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


The ordinary revenues of the town for the year exceeded the total expendi- 
tures for ordinary operations by $215,104.64. The actual receipts for the 
year were $131,374.49 in excess of estimates, revenue appropriation bal- 
ances were $83,291.97, and assessments made after the fixing of the tax rate 
~ amounted to $438.18. 


On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance of 
$692,462.72, of which $633,725.19 was available for expenditure. This amount 
is $90,728.18 less than was available a year ago. 


Water Operations 


The Water Department operated at a deficit of $80,822.24 for the year. The 
accumulated operating deficit of this department since 1954 is $207,385.80. 


Debt Operations 


The funded debt of the town was increased by $370,000.00 during the year. 
The bond issue for the Johnson Road-Ridge Street School, amounting to 
$550,000.00, was offset by payments on existing debt of $180,000.00. In addi- 
tion, an Incinerator Construction Loan of $440,000.00 was authorized but not 
issued. The borrowing capacity of the town, within the debt limit, on Decem- 
ber 31, 1959 was $396,322.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the General 
Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards entrusted with the 


receipt, custody or expenditure of money have been examined. In each case 
the records have been found correct, agreeing with the books of the town. 
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Examination of Trust Funds 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the General 
Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the Town 
Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees have 
been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash balances of the 
trustees have also been verified.
